ADVANCE SHEETS OF THE STATE REPORT— 
THE OUTLOOK FAR BETIER THAN IT WAS 
LAST MONTH.

SPRINGFIELD, III. May 2. —- From advance 
sheets of the forthcoming crop report of the 1. 
linois Department of Agricuiture the following 
extracts are made. The deductions by Secreta- 
ry Fisber are made from tables and correspond- 
ence recently published in Tas Inox. 
Corn-planting bas been delayed by frequeut 
rains, and the cold weather has been uofavera- 
bie for growth, and much of the early- planted 
seed bas rotted in the ground, necessitating re- 
planting. Chinch-bugs are reported in large 
numbers in various portions of the State, anc a 
season of dry bot weather previous to harvest 
would make it possibie tor these destructive in- 
sects to seriously damage the grain crops. The 
army-worm bas made its appearance mucb ear- 
lier than usualin some of the southern coun- 
ties, and in such numbers as to cause much un- 
easiness concerning the graiu and grass crops. 
Our dispatches confirm the danger resulting to 
winter wheat from the army-worm in Union and 
other southern counties, where the biades io 
many fields have already been stripped from the 
straw, and the worms are eating off the beads of 
late and tender varieties of wheat. 

Farm animals owing to searcity of crops,are in 
thin condition and with few excepuonai coun- 
ties the number reported is less than last year at 
correspooding date: 

SEASON. 

The past month has been cold and wet. 

The frequent spells of freezing and thawing 
weather have been very trying vn winter grain 
and grass, especially clover. 

The grass and grain crops on drained lands 
have bot been injured perceptibly by the fre- 
quent severe changes the past month. 

In some of the southern counties there has 
been considerabie complaint of scarcity of rain, 
and the hard, dry ground bas worked to disad- 
vantage, while the growth of crops has been 
slow and unsatisfactory. 

Vewetation bas been retarded by the cold 
weather since April II. up te which time the 
seasun was nearly one mount in advance of cor- 
responding dates in previous years. 


' RAINFALL. 


There was rain at severai stations in the north- 
ern pordon of the State on the Ist and Sih, and 
locai showers on the 4d, 3d, and ich of April at 
isolated points in the same division. 

There was a general rain througuout the State 
April 6 and 8, and in Southern Ununois on whe Tn. 
Raiofail is reported on the mn at most of the 
stations in the northern and central portions of 
the State. 

Excepting slight showers on the 10th ata few 
points io the northern and central divisions of 
the State no rainfall is reported after the severe 
freeze of April li until the lh, when there was 
a general ruin in ali portions of the State. 

Un the 22d, Ad. and 26th of April there were 
showers in Various poruons of the State and at 
several points in northern and central counties 
on the 19th. 

The 3d, 4th, lith, th, 13th, Mth, 15th, 16th, 
l7th, 20th, Zist, 24th, th. Zh, Mu, th, and th 
of Aprilmay be ciassed as fair days in all por- 
tions of the State, or with so Sligut a rainfall as 
tw be bardly au exception. 

The averuge rainfuil in the three divisions of 
the State he past five Aprils is as follows: 

The average rainfall in April, 1882,was exceed- 
ed in amount in 1878 and 180. 

The rainfall in the Northern Division the past 
2 (1882) exceeds that of the preceding four 

rils. 

on the Central Division the rainfall in April. 
1882, has been only slighbtiy exceeded by the 
raiufall in April, 1880, since 18.7. 

The distribution and daily amount of precipi- 
tation for April, 1582, at the several stations is 
given on another page of this report. 


WINTER WHEAT. 


The reports of May I indicate an improvement 
in the condiGen of wiuter wheat in uli sections 
of the State. The wheat on drained | is 
much above an average in condition, and has 
seidom promised a beiter yield peracre. The 
wheat on wet lanos bas been injured by the ex- 
cessive and continued rains, aud will not make 
ao average crop. in some localities wheat was 
injured by the severe freezing weather, April 11 
and 12. Chineh-bugs in large numbers are re- 
ported in the wheat in various loculities, but as 
yet uo serious damage bus resulted therefrom, 
owing largely to the frequency of the cold rains. 
The ehinch-bugs have damaged the wheat 
most where the fields are adjacent to 
timber-belts. The leaves and accumulat- 
ed rubbish provide sdeiter for these insects. 
The army-worm in some lvcalities is at work on 
the wheat and farmers are apprehensive of se- 
rious toes thereby. In the southern portion of 
the State wheat has been more generaily past- 
ured than beretofore on account of the failure 
of the forage and grain crop of 1881. Pastured 
wheat in proportion to the Cropping will be light 
in yield and late in maturing. The comparative 
condition of wheatin the three divisions of the 
State May 1, 1861 and 1582, is given by percent- 
age on che next page, also the condition on the 
Ist of April, 18. 

Northern Division—The condition of winter 
wheat in this portion of the State has improved 
3 per ceut during the past month, and the pros- 
pects art encouraging for 5 per cent more than 
an average yieid per acre. In all but three of 
the counties De eels the condition is up to an 
average or better. In Cook, Du Page, anu La 
Salle the condition is bardly up to an average. 
In Bureau, Lroquois, Kankakee, Marshall, Ovie, 
and Peoria the prospects indicate lv per cent 
more than au average yield per acre. 

Central Divisiou— Tue promise, April 1, ofan 
average yield per acre in Central lilinois bas 
improved during the past month, as may be seen 
in the following table. The condition of wheat 
May 1. 1882, gives encouragement for 3 per cent 
more than ao average yieid peracre. The yieid 
per acre in Macuupin County is likely to be one- 
third less than an average; one-fourth less in 
Adams County, and a fraction less‘than an av- 
erage yield in Obtristian, Clark, Ford, Greene, 
Jersey, Montgomery, Piatt, and Scott. in De 
Witt, Cass, and Fulton the condition of winter 
wheat indicutes one-fifth more than an average 
pe per acre, and in Champaign, Hancock, 

cDonough, McLean, Menard, Morgan, Pike, 
and Vermilion the prospect is encouraging for 
Io per cent more than an average yield per acre. 

Southern Division—The condition of winter 
wheat in Southern Llinois promises 3 per cent 
more than an average yield per acre, and the 
present prospects, as shown by the table, are 
good for 26 per cent more wheat racre than 
the same counties produced in 1881. With the 
exception of Madison and Effingham Counties 
the condition promises about an average or bet- 
ter yield per acre in all the southern counties. 
In Jasper, Massac. Monroe, Pulaski. Randolph, 
and Williamson Counties the condition indicates 
10 of More per cent above an average yield per 
acre. The number of chinch-bugs and army- 
worms reported in some of the central and 
southern counties should prepare the public for 
a lar@we reduc in the outcome of the growing 
crop of winter wheat.

In the southern portion of che State, where 
the drouth was severe, meadows bave made but 
little growth, and still show the effects of the 
protracted dry weather ot last summer and fall. 

There will be but a limited hay crop in the 
southern counties. 

In Ceotral and Northern Illinois the clover 
meadows have been seriously injured by the 
freezing and thawing weather the past winter 
and spring. 

Owing to the scarcity of hay and grain, stock 
has been pastured on meadows more than usual, 
and much to the disadvantage of the prospective 
limited hay crop. 

PASTURES. 

Grass bas made but little growth since the se- 
vere freeze Of April II. aud is not furnishing as 
good feed for stock as on the Ist of April. 

Pastures in that section of the State where 
the druuth prevailed last season are much be- 
iow an average in condition, and the indifferent 
prospects for pasture have influenced many 
farmers to plow up pastures and seed the land 
to other crops. 

SPRING WHEAT. 

The cultivation of this crop is confined almost 
entirely to the Northern Division of the State, 
and the decreased area the past few years is 
evidence thal more broutable crops are receiv- 
ing the attention of farmers in sections where 
this crop bas heretofore beeo grown. 

Northern Division—TLe area of spring wheat 
is 5 per cent less than last yeur. The condition 
promises neariy.au average yield per acre. 

Central DVivision—This crop is reported as 
grown in only tep out of the thirty-five counties 
in this division. The acreage is over 20 per cent 
less in these ten counties than last year. This 
crop is probably grown ip other counties, but to 
such a limited extent as to attract no attention.

BuruisoTon, Ia., May 24.—The crop outloox 
in this section presents a not altogether one- 
sided prospect either for congratulation nor 
fur despondeocy. The sexson opened most aus- 
piciousiy. The mild winter and warm early 
spring was favorable to the rapid growth of 
winter wheat and the early planting of spring 
grains, the result being that the former ad- 
vanced so far that it virtually passed the danger 
point before the cold, wet weather of the past 
few weeks set in. Oats and other spring grains 
rapidly sprouted and had attained a good growth, 
also, and these crups perhaps never looked 
better or promised a more bountiful yieid 
than this season. Of winter wheat pot 
much is raised in this section, but of 
spring wheat and oats a good average acre- 
age was planted. The early warm weather 
which was so beneficial to smail u was bad, 
however, for cord, which forms staple of this 
secuion of country. Many farmers took advan- 
tage of the favorable condidons, and much corn 
bud been planted when the w sunny weather 
was followed by cool rainy days and colder 
nights, which succeeded one another for ten 
days or two weeks, the result being that the corn 
which bad been pianted came up very inregular- 
ly, the general estimate bems about one- 
third of the seed never sprouted, Baving rotted

In the ground. The soll was beaten down by the 


rain and the surface of the ground presented in 
many places the appearances of a floor of cement 
ruther than of cultivated flelds. corn 
that came up tooked yellow and unbealthy, 
and the ground was in no condiuon 
to promote growth and recuperation. When 
the rain ceased and the weather became warmer 
last week many farmers sat once set about re- 
planting, and nearly all repiowed fieids that bad 
already been piowed but bad not yet been piant- 
ed.

Some 
claim that the damage was. very slight, O\bers 
express the belief that corn was almost entirely 
destroyed, while others again contend that there 
was not enough corn up to cause serious loss if 
it all had to be replanted. It will perha 
several days before a close estimate of the 
actual damage can be given. The prospect, 
summed up. sow may be stated avout as fol- 
lows: All small grains promise an abundant 
yield; corn uncertain; meadows never looked 
better, which is also true of pasture lands; po- 
tatoes so far as planted look well; early ener- 
ries aiarge yield, the later varieties medium; 
apples promise weil; vegetables of all kinds. 
except the more tender, look well, but have 
been retarded in growth by the coid weather.

The Grand Trunk Refuses to 
Have Anything to Do 
' with It. 


Considerable Progress Made by the 
Interested Roads Toward Per- 
fecting the Scheme. 


Commissioner Fink Will in All Proba- 
bility Be, Retained by the 
Trunk Lines. 


Milwaukee Given the Same Rates as 
Ohicago on Trans-Ohio River 
Traffic. 


General Managers aud General Passen- 
ger Agents Meet to Perfect a Western 
Passenger Pool. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Uhicaco Tribune. 

New A ork, May 2%4.—The meting of General 
Managers and General Passenger Agents of the 
roads Mest of the western termim of the trunk 
lines and east of Chicago and north of the Ohio 
River was beld at Commissioner Fink's office to- 
day for the purpose of perfecting the proposed 
passenger pool between the lives in that terri- 
tory, and was a rather tame and listiess affair. 
The attendance was very slim, only tbose roads 
which sigued the original agreement being rep- 


resented. In spite of the energetic efforts 
made since the Chicago meeting to in- 
duce the stubborn roads to join the ar- 


rangements. no new converts were made, 
and ali hopes of inducing any of them to come 
in at the present seem to have been aband oned. 
Still Vanderbilt and the Pennsylvania peopie 
are so strongly in favor of the Western 
pool that they will leave nothing undone to 
hu ve it carried into effect. it appears that the 
trunk- line pool cannot be maintained unless the 
Western lines making immediate connection 
with the trunk-liues can be furced to enter into 
similar agreemeni. Although out of some forty 
roads which ure within the proposed pooling 
territory only fifteen have sigued the pooling 
agreement, yet it is considered necessary only 
to get the Grand Trunk to make the new pool a 
suess, as ali the other roads not willing to 
join make no immediate connection with the 
trunk lines, and can therefore be forced inte 
submission without much difficulty. The Grand 
Trunk, however, refuses to come in, and the 
roads in favor of the pool, therefore, found it 
necessary to either abandon the scheme or go 
abead without the Grand Trunk. The latter 
step was agreed upon at today’s meeting. 

After a lengthy discussion it was decided to 
make no further effort to get the Grand Trunk 
and the other roads opposed to the pool to join, 
but to go to work at once and carry che new pool 
into effect without them. The sew agreement, 
which bas already been published in THe Trip- 
UNE, was then signed bv the following roads: 
New York. Pennsylvania & Unio, Canada South- 
ern, Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, Michigan 
Central, Iodianapolie & St. Louis, Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Ciocinnati & - Indianapo- 
lis, Cincinnati, Hamliton & Dayton, 
Dayton & Union, Terre Haute 4 Iindiaa- 
apolis, Pennsylvania Company, Pittsburg, Cin- 
cinnati & St. Louis, Baltimore & Onio, Great 
Western o f Canada. Wabash, and Lake Erie 
& Westera. These are same 
roads which signed the original agreement 
about two months ago, with this excepuon: that 
the Louisville & Nasuville and Detroit, Lansing 
& Northern have drawn off, and in their place 
the Wabash and Lake Erie & Western have 
added their signatures. The Louisville & Nasd- 
ville and Detroit, Lansing & Northern assign 
their refusal to become parties to the agree- 
ment now to the fact that some of their com- 
petitors refuse to join, and they could not well 
afford to gv into the pool until their competitors 
also come in. The fact that tbe 
Lake Erie & Western has come into 
the agreement seems to de rather 
significant, as it seems to confirm the impres- 
sion that Vanderbilt is really controiling this 
property. The Lake Erie & Western has becu 
so strongly opposed to the bool beretofore that 
nothing except Vanderbilt's whip could have 
forced it to change its opinion. 

The question how to meet the competitions of 
the Grand Trunk and other roads opposed to the 
pool was discussed at some length, and it was 
unally decided that the Commissioner sball have 
the power to order a reduction in rates from ail 
points where competition uguinst the pools is 
being made. The loss resuitmg from such 
a reduction is not to be borne by the road which 
has the competition to meet, but the pool lines 
bave to bear the burden joiutly. It was also de- 
cided that, if any of the non- pool lines should in 
any way take steps to embarrass the pool lines, 
such roads sbouid be — by baving its 
tickets ordered off sale from ali pool lines. lu 
this way the pool lines mean to bulidoze the 
non-puvol lines into submission, and they 
brag openly that in than a year 
all the outside lines will be giad to 
come into the pool. Another meeting will be 
beld tomorrow for the purpose of agreeing upon 
percentages, to settle the matter regarding the 
paymeut of commissions for the ve of tickets 
to agents, and to dx the differential rates to be 
allowed to some ot the weaker lines. It is not 
probabie that the percentage will be fixed by 
this meeting, and the settlement of this matter 
Will be lett either to Commissioner Fink or to 
arbitration. Altnoug the agreement provides 
that the percentages should be based upon the 
business done during 1881, yet some of the roads 
have largely increased their mileage or obtained 
better facilities since then, and these roads will 
demand a larger sbare than they could other- 
wise get. 

In regard to the commission question, the 
agreement provides that po commissions for the 
Sule Of tickets should be paid to agents and otb- 
ers. Some of the roads contend that to cease 
paying commissions at once would inflict con- 
siderubie da uuge upon the pool lines, as they 
could not coupete against roads paying com- 
missions. it is suggested that commissions 
should be paid by the pool lines until a larger 
number ot roads have come into the 1. 

It is also agreed to cut offfcom missions sudden- 
ly would array all the ticket agents against the 
pool lines, and this would greatly eudanger the 
success Of the bew arrangement, as it would 
give the non- pool lines “pee advantage over 
the pool lines. But the Vanderbilt and Pepra- 
sylvania lines, which have been dictati mat- 
ters thus far, want commissions abolished at 
once, and it is quite likely that they will carry 
their poimt at tomorrow's mecting. 

In regard to the question of allowmg certain 
roads that have not as good facilities as others 
to make differential rates, it bas beretofore been 
agreed thai the New York, Pennsylvania & Onio 
and the Erie should be allowed to make differ- 
eutial rates, and the meeting tomvurrow is sim- 
ply to decide how much the difference in rates 
shall be over those lines. The reason assigned 
for aliowmy such differential rates is that it will 
not do to stop eompetition between the various 
pool lines, because if competition was stopped 
the weaker lines would recetve but little busi- 
ness, and, aithougb this would not diminish their 
revenue, yet the pool might go to pieces at — 
time, and then roads whose business nad bee 
diverted would find it difficult to get it back 
agaio. The Advisory Committee appointed by 
the Trunk lines to present a recommendation 
for a settiement of che differential freight-rate 
question has concluded its public sessions, and 
will take no more argumeots or testimony up- 
less by special request. Sometime will be given 
to a consideration of the arguments presented 
and the intormation obtained, and it is not ex- 
pected that the r¢épertoire will be presented for 
several months, BisMARCK.

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| THE MAY FESTIVAL. 


The Second and Third Successful Con- 
certs—A Brilliant Matinee in 
Spite of the Rain. 
Campanini Secures Another Ovation— 
Superb Performance of the Ju- 

piter Symphony. 


Grand Performance of the Mes- 
siah—The Chorus Scores a 
Great Success. 


The Matinee. 

The elements seem to have combined against 
the May Festival. The cold winds of the first 
day were followed by cold winds the second day, 
with the accompaniment of rain, the steady pat- 
tering of which upon the roof of the Exposition 
Building bad the effect to mar all the soft pas- 
sages, and formed an accompaniment of a 
thoroughiy unmusical character. The pattering 
of rain is much moreagreeabie in poetry er as a 
soporific under a garret roof than in a concert- 
room. Spite of the rain, however, and spite of 
the mud, the crowd was bent upon bearing mu- 
sic, and the building was weil fitied, with a large 
number standing, showing that the Festival has 
a boom of its own in progress. The chorus had 
à rest, and occupied the side galieries and the 
chorus seats at their option, and were not the 
least enthusiastic portion of tne audience. 

The program was admirably made up and was 
largely Mozartiao, for with all Mr. Thomas’ ad- 
miration of Wagner, he has an affection tor 
Mozart's melodious measures, aud plays them 
that be may be audience as well as conductor. 
Aad what a capital selection be made, with the 
Jupiter Symphony, ove of the grandest and most 
dignified of thatjmaster’s works, which, with its 
companions, the E flat and G minor, can almost 
be called inspired, as the three were written in 
the short period of seven weeks. And yet, the 
Jupiter contains not only some of his most joy- 
ous and tender music, as for instance in the an- 
dante, whose beauty is so brought out on the 
united strings and the charming minuet, which 
be had studied so faitufully after Haydn, but it 
develops aiso to tne finale, where he unites five 
themes into a strict fugue with astonishing con- 
trapuotal knowledge and exquisit symmetry. 
And from the Jupitur we pass to the Mar- 
riage of Figaro,“ best of all the operas, for in 
this there is no lowering of music to as corrupt 
text asin “Don Giovanni,” oor is there the 
setting of a silly, absurd text to grand music, 
asin the “ Magic Flute.“ The selections were 
fitiy made—the “Non piu andrai™” and the 
Dove Sono,” with which all the great basses 
and soprance have done sueh good service on 
the operatic and concert stage ever since the 
master’s day. It was a pity we could not have 
bad the ensemble at the close of the second act, 
as Mr. Thomas originally intended, and that the 
orchestra did pot introduce the two numbers 
with the overture, but there is no reason for 
fault-finding in a program crowded with good 
things. Passing to the second part, the numbers 
are fullof varying shades of color, and not one 
is without its interest. Florestan’s great aria 
which opens the prison-scene in the third act of 
Fidelio leads off, and from its mournfal 
strains we pass to the new movement which 
Rubinstein bas added to the Ocean Sympnony,”’

The 
Elections Committee ruled out all the testi- 
mony ojected to. The report is based on 
the testimony of twelve witnesses, concern- 
ing whom there is and can be no dispute. 
After the charge of forgery was made, the 
affidavits of eighty-three of the ninety-four 
witnesses, including the twelve whose testi- 
mony is relied upon to make out the case, 


were filed with the committee, and all certi- 


fied to the absolute correctness of the print- 
ed report. Io make matters doubly sure the 
stenographer who took thé depositions of 
the twelve principal witnesses compared 
the printed copies with his short-hand 
notes, and swore that they were correct 
in every line and word. This closes out the 
charge of forgery. It is a shallow and con- 
temptible -trick to excuse the action of the 
Democrats to the country. The fact is, that 
Mackey was elected in spite of tissue ballots, 
on the face of the returns made up by the 
Democratic judges of election, by 879 major- 
ity, and the county canvassers in Orangeburg 
and Charleston Counties had to throw out 
eleven boxes and reverse the vote of another 
in order to bring O'Connor in. The Demo- 
cratic precinct election officers themselves 
elected Mackey by 879 majority and the Dem- 
ocratic county canvassing officers, without 
the shadow of a legal right to do so, reversed 
the result. But if the tissue ballots had been 
rejected Mackey would have had more than 
9,000 majority. The real reason why the 
Democrats will not take up the case may be 
found in these facts, not in their fraudulent 
pretenses of unfair dealing in the taking of 
testimony. It is not dishonest, but honest 
testimony they are afraid of. 
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“ABSTRACT POLITICS.” 

Senator Cameron went in and danced be- 
fore President Arthar, and pleased him and 
them that sat with him, and the President 
said unto Cameron, Ask of me whatsoever 
thou wilt ana I will give it thee.

And Senator Mitchei!l went in to the Presi- 
dent and besought him to restore the official 
heads to the decapitated Collectors. But the 
President frowned and regardea him coldly 
and said, | know nothing of abstract poli- 
tics. 

President Arthur has gained a considera- 
ble reputation since his accession to the first 
office for reticence. He has not been dis- 
tinguished for silence; he has conversed 
with great volubility, but without commit- 
ting himself. He has dispensed an abun- 
dance of small talk, indulged freeiy in the 
gossip of politics, enlarged upon the merits 
of Repubdlicanism, and descanted upon the 
beauties of party harmony. Like the famous 
sphinx of mythology he propounded riddles, 
but unlike that monster refrained, in a gen- 
tlemanlike way, from devouring those who 
failed to guess them. Kinder still, at last he 
becomes his own (Edipus, solving all his 
enigmas in a single unique but pregnant 
phrase—“I know nothing of abstract pol- 
itics.”’ 

In this brief sentence President Arthur 
stands revealed as the patron and apostle of 
Bossism. In a word, he proclaims an alli- 
ance offensive and defensive with the only 
surviving boss in American politics. With a 
word and a wink he pulls off the mask of 
months, and waves abstract politics” out 


| of his presence, in the person of Senator 


Mitchell. With a word and an ominous 
scowl he repudiates civil-service reform and 
hugs to his bosom the spoils idea, in the per- 
son of Senator Cameron. With a word he 
punctures the bubble reputation which 
mouths of cautious, calculating reticence had 
set afloat in the political atmosphere, and it 
sinks to the earth like a coliapsed balloon. 
The actsof Napoleon the First and Will- 
iam of Germany in crowning themselves 
were no more significant of a purpose to as- 
sert the right of despotic rule than the inno- 
cent-sounding phrase of Arthur, drawn frém 
him in a moment of anger, is ominous of a 
purpose to rule the Republican party with 
the spoils-rod in the hands of bosses. This 
phrase will plague Mr. Arthur to the last 
hour of his political career—nay, to the last 
hour of his natural life. As “a hasty plate 
of soup” and “oid fuss and feathers” clung 


| to Gen. Scott and bore him down to deteat, 


so the phrase, I know nothing of abstract 
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evil and good report. It isa 


to a party; this relates to a party faction. 
That was a proposition to reward the victori- 
ous party with the offices; this is a proposi- 
tion to use the spoils of office to crush out all 
party opposiuon to the arrogant dictation of 
a faction. That was a bold, defiant utterance 
scorning concealment; this is the accidental 
disclosure wrung from a man driven to bay, 
with no resource but to be dumb or blurt 
out the truth. 

President Arthur has been playing a part, 
and the country has been in doubt about his 
intentions. Butthe mask has fallen from 
his face. He perhaps besitated about cutting 
off the head of John the Baptist and giving 
it to Herodias Cameron on a charger, but 
the deed is done; the issue is made; the Re- 
publican party knows what to expect, and it 
will know how to act. 


THE MONITOR BOUNTY GRAB. 

The United States Senate passed yester- 
day by a vote of 24 to 2 the bill for the re- 
lief of the officers and crew of the United 
States steamer Monitor who participated in 
the action with the Rebel ironclad Merrimac 
on the 9ih day of March, 1802. The bill au- 
theorizes and directs the Secretary of the 
Navy to pay to Rear-Admiral John Worden 
and the officers and crew of the Monitor the 
actual value of the Merrimac and her arma- 
ment, not exceeding the sum of $200,000, at 
the date of the engagement in Hampton 
Roads. This sum is to be distributed in lieu 
of the bounty provided for in Sec. 4,635 of 
the Revised Statutes. In case of the death 
of any person who if living would be bene- 
fited by the act, the money that would be due 
him shall be awarded to his heirs. The sum 
of $200,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, is appropriated for the purpose of 
carrying the act into effect. 

Identical bills relating to this subject were 
reported to Congress early in the session by 
the Naval Committee of each House. The 
report was made by Thomas, of IIIinois, a 
member of the House Committee. It was 
adopted as the Senate report by Don Cam- 
eron, who had not the ability to prepare an 
original argument in behalf of the bill. 
Thomas made out as good a case as the facts 
would admit of, which is not saying much. 
There is nota particle of equity in the Dill. 
It skillfully avoids the use of the word 
prize-money. The authors of it were aware 
that such a thing as the payment of prize- 
money for a vessel not captured or destroyed 
was never heard of. If the officers and crew 
of the Monitor were entitled to prize-money 
they could have obtained it under existing 
laws. But they had no right or title to 
such am award. They never made the 
Merrimac a prize. They did not de 
stroy her. They inflicted no great dam- 
age upon her. They were so manifestly 
not entitled to prize money that this bill for 
their relief is based on another and obso- 
lete section of the Revised Statutes which 
provides for the payment of a bounty of 
from $50 to $200 for each person on board a 
vessel belonging to an enemy “sunk or de- 
stroyed ” in battle by a United States vessel. 
Capt. Thomas says in his report: 


It is true the general law provides only for a 
certain bounty in cases of destruction of ves- 
sels, preportioned to the number of men on 
board the destroyed vessel at the commence- 
ment of the engagement. In aimost every u- 
stance of au important navai victory, however, 
these and similar geveral provisions of law have 
been disregarded, and the full vulue of the de- 
stroyed vessel granted. in addition to the 
numerous instances avove cited and more re- 
cent, isthe weil-kaown case of the Keursarge, 
whose officers and crew were granted the esti- 
mated value of the Alabama, $190,000, as prize- 
money or bounty in the nature of prize-money 
tor ber destrucuon. 


He gives a number of instances, none of 


them later than 1823, in which che fall value 
of vessels sunk or destroyed has been granted 
to the officers and crews of the United States 
vessels engaged. But he omits to say that 
the Merrimac was neither sunk nor destroyed 
by the Monitor, and hence there is no like- 


ness between this case and that of the Kear-, 


sarge or the vessels awarded bounties for ac- 
tions in the war of 1812. There is no prece- 
dent in our history, or that of any other na- 
tion, for the payment of bounties for gal- 
lantry in action not followed by definit and 
positive results. But the bill that has just 
passed the Senate pruposes to pay out $200,- 
000 to the officers and crew of the Monitor for 
having participated in a drawn battle and, 
as they claim, prevented the Merrimac from 
doing something terrible, nobody knows 
what. The proposed payment is said to be 
in lieu of the bounty provided by law, which, 
as Capt. Thomas admits, the officers and crew 
of the Monitor were not entitled to, and if 
they were it would not amount to one-tenth 
of the sum appropriated in this bill. 

Viewed from any standpoint, the bill is 
disgraceful and scandalous. Itis basedona 
direct application of Admiral Worden, on 
behalf of himself and his officers and crew, 
for the value of the Merrimac. This memo- 
rial was first presented to Congress in 1874, 
and it has forever tarnished the fame which 
persons who joined in it acquired in the 
fight with the Merrimac. Worden drew up 
the memorial and signed it. As to Worden 
himself, this petition is inexcusable. He was 
disabled early in the action with the Monitor, 
and the ship was fought by the First-Lieu- 
tenant, Nevertheless, as a reward for his 
services he was made an Admiral and re- 
ceived the thanks of Congress, which gave 
him ten extra years on the active list. This 
ought to satisfy an officer of less capacious 
maw than the ex-commander of the Monitor. 
Worden has, however, put in without a 
blush a claim for extra bounty at the hands 
of the Government that has already been too 
generous to him. If the bill becomes a law 
the greedy Worden will take three-tenths, 
or $30,000, of the money awarded—surely a 
large sum to pay for his valuable services in 
hospital while the Monitor was being fought 
by his Lieutenant. 

The principle on which prize-money and 
bounty are granted is wrong, and ought to 
receive no encouragement in this enlightened 
age. The custom originated in the early 
days of naval adventure, when Governments 
depended on privateering for effective aid in 
time of war. But when the Government 
provides the vessel and pays the officers and 
crew there is no conceivabie reason why they 
should receive the value of vessels captured 
by them, much less that of the vessels they 
destroy. ‘To assert the latter principle is to 
maintain that the Government must pay dam- 
ages to its own servants for the acts of war 
committed by them in its own vessels. Gen. 
Logan protested warmly against the practice 
of giving naval officers and sailors extra re- 
wards for the performance of their duty. 
What are war vessels for if not to fight? It 
would be disgraceful if it were true that 
naval officers and enlisted sailors had to be 
spurred on to fight their country’s battles by 
the hove of private gain. This would be 
fighting with the spirit of a pirate. If the 
navy in time of war is primarily engaged’ to 
keep the peace, and has to be paid every time 
it tights, the country cannot be too soon in- 
formed of the fact. In the case of the Mon- 
itor, however, there is not even the scanty 
justification for a claim for pbrize-money or 
bounty, but a demand for $200,000 for having 
fought a drawn battle. 
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THe falling off in the quantities and val 
ues of the exports of provisions during the 
last year has been important.

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THE STATUS OF THE GUITEAU CASE. 

It is entirely safe to predict that Mr. 
Charles H. Reed’s future efforts in behalf of 
his client, Guiteau, whatever direction they 
may take, will result in failure. The unani- 
mous opinion of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, after reviewimg the 
case en bane, is the common-sense basis for 
a final determination. It brushed away the 
technicalities of the statutory law which 
Reed sought to invoke to save the assasin 
from the gallows, and decided that a murder 
had been committed which should be pun- 
ished with death after a full and fair trial 
before a jury. Guiteau’s case must rest on 
this fact. 

Reed’s position on the question of jurisdic- 
tion was the reductio ad absurdum of crim- 
inal law. He contended that murder had 
not been committed in the District of Colum- 
bia because the victim of Guiteau’s bullet 
died in New Jersey. Had this point been 
conceded and a new trial ordered in New 
Jersey, he would have contended that the 
courts of that State have no jurisdiction be- 
cause the fatal shot was fired in the District 


of Columbia and outside of the State of New 


Jersey. Any such theory of law is obnox- 
ious to common sense, and destructive of the 
protection which the Government undertakes 
to provide for human life. The Supreme 
Court of the District has held that Guiteau 
could be tried upon the charge of murder 
either in the District of Columbia or 
in the State of New Jersey, since the 
act was committed in the former and 
the resulting death occurred in the 
latter. It is not tikely that the Supreme 
Court of the United States, nor any indi- 
vidual Justice of that tribunal, can be in- 
duced to take any other view of the case. 
So far as Guiteau is concerned he did his 
murderous work when he fired the shot, and 
it matters little where the crime of murder 
was completed by the death of the President. 
Had President Garfield been taken upon the 
sea, as his physicians contemplated at one 
time, and died on shipboard, it would scarce- 
ly have been proposed to organize a court 
upon an ocean steamer for the trial of his 
assasin; but such a proposition would not 
have been any more preposterous in point of 
fact than it was to maintain that Guiteau 
could not be tried lawfully in the District of 
Columbia because Garfield’s death occurred 
in New Jersey. 

There are but two judicial proceedings 
which are open to Guiteau’s attorney. One 
is the application for a writ of habeas corpus 
to the Supreme Court of the United States, 
which could be based only on the question of 
jurisdiction. It is so clear that the Supreme 
Court will not adopt Reed’s ridiculous the- 
ory that there is no danger of Guiteau’s es- 
cape through that channel. The other 
process is that of de lunantico inquirendo, 
or an inquiry into the assasin’s sanity. But 
that is what Guiteau’s trial was. His crime 
was admitted; there remained only the ques- 
tion of mental soundness and moral respon- 
sibility, and this was determined by a jury of 
his peers after a prolonged trial, in which his 
entire life was reviewed, in which an army 
of experts were exammed, and in which the 
prisoner himself was given the widest lati- 
tude to exiibit his eccentricities and carry 
out the role of lunatic which he assumed. 
Surely, it cannot be maintained that the 
prisoner, his family, and his counsel were 
denied any rights, privileges, or opportunity 
to establish Guiteau’s insanity. They failed 
to do so, and Mr, Reed’s whine about hang- 
ing an insane man is not entitled to any con- 
sideration whatever. 

Reed will probably carry the case to Presi- 
dent Arthur, and ask a reprieve till after 
the next session of the Supreme Court. But 
the President may confidently trust the 
Supreme Judges now in Washington to be 
sufficiently familiar with the law to deter- 
mine whether or not the Supreme Court 
would disturb the common-sense doctrine 
laid down by the District Court. If Justice 
Bradley, or Justiee Gray, or any other mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court who happens to be 
in Washington shall refuse to grant a writ 
of hubeas corpusin chambers, or take any 
other step necessary to delay Guiteau’s exe- 
cution until after the next sessien of the 
Supreme Court, then Mr. Arthur cannot 
reasonably feel itincumbent on him to in- 
terpose the executive function in behalf of 
the man who “removed” President Garfield 
to make room for him. In this case Mr. 
Arthur cannot afford to set up his individual 
ovinion above that of the Supreme Court 
Judges on a question of jurisdiction or above 
that of experts on the question of insanity. 
Guiteau’s life is a matter of very small con- 
sequence, but it is of the highest importance 
that assasination shall be made an odious and 
perilous practice in this country. 
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HOW PROTON PROTECTS. 

The telegraph brings us the information of 
the discharge of several thousands of persons 
in Philadelphia, or the placing of them on 
half time. These persons, males and fe- 
males, are engaged in the cotton mills of that 
city. The reasons for this action are thus 
stated: a 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 2.— The agreement 
entered iuto by the manufacturers of cotton 
goods, cottonades, jeans, and other low-grade 
textile favrics, look! to a reduction of the 
quaatity produced in Philadelpnia and vicinity, 
went into effect today and many milis sbut 
down. The movement is to curtail the produec- 
tion of lower grade goods WW per cent, and of tne 
manutgeture of the finest classof materiais. Of 
the Z. d looms in Phiiadeipbia, neariy 10,000, or 
the greater oumber of those engaged in making 
the goods meuuoned, have entered into the com- 
pact. and a large number outside of Philadeipnbia 
bave agreed to join che movement. 


To the workmen who depend upon their 
daily wages for the support of themselves 
and families it makes little difference 
whether their wages be reduced to 50 cents 
on the dollar or one-half of them be dis- 
charged and not employed, or that the mills 
be worked on half time. The result is the 
same to the workman. He gets only 50 
cents on the dollar. Nominally employed at 
reduced wages, he only receives 50 cents on 
the dollar. Fifty cents will not pay a dollar 
on his rent, nor will 50 cents buy a dollar’s 
worth of flour, meat, potatoes, beef, or cloth- 
ing. Fifty cents wiil not purchase one dol- 
lar’s worth of the cotton goods made at the 
mill at which he works. Ou the statute 
book the owners of the mill are authorized 
to collect from the purchasers of their goods 
from 50 to 89 cents more on goods of their 
make under an implied promise that they 
shall pay their workmen 50 per cent higher 
wages, but the statute fails to be operative 
when their workman is only employed and 
paid for three days’ work in every six, or 
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tor one week or one month out of every two. 

The manufacturers cannot complain that 
the law has not bountifully pensioned them. 
It bas imposed a heavy tax on all the people 
of the land for the benefit of these Philadel- 
phia mills. It has prohibited any foreign 
goods being brought in to compete with the 
goods made at these Philadelphia mills, and 
compelled all purchasers of the very needful 
and necessary articles to pay these mills, in 
addition to the ordinary prices of the goods, 
the following extra rates:

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These enormous taxes are levied on every 
purchaser of these Philadelphia-made cotton, 
woolen, and mixed goods; each purchaser 
receives one-third or one-half of goods for 
his dollar on the pretense that the balance is 
to be applied to the employment of labor or 
adding it to the wages of the workmen. 
That is the pretense under which one-third 
orone-half more is added to the price of 
every pair of women’s cotton or woolen 
hosiery. High prices having reduced the 
means of the public to purchase, the gentle- 
men who collect all these taxes, levied to keep 
up wages, close their mills for one, two, or 
three months and leave their workmen with- 
outany wages. Giving a man with a family 
to support one day’s or one week’s employ- 
ment and wages out of three, these gentle- 
men declare is not reducing wages. The 
protected workman, however, discovers 
that the wages he now gets will purchase 
only one-third the bread or meat or groceries, 
or pay only one-third the rent, which his 
wages would obtain if protection did not re- 
quire him to be idle one-half his time. 

It the Philadelphia manufacturers of wool- 
en and cotton goods were relieved of the 
enormous protective taxés levied on the 
wool they use, and on the dyestuffs, chem- 
icals, and the countless other raw materials 
they have to purchase, then they could run 
their mills without ever stopping. They 
could then manufacture all the goods they 
do now, and with increased labor they could 
produce a large surplus of these goods and 
export them to all the markets of the world. 
They could produce more and at much less 
cost, and after supplying their home market 
have something to sell to other markets. 
At present the “home market,” being lim- 
ited, is exposed to all manner of vicissitudes. 
An increase of the general cost of living 
produces a reduction in the purchase of tex- 
tile manufactures, whereupon the mills sus- 
pend production and discharge the work- 
men just at the very time when the work- 
men need employment and wages more than 
any other. This week there are several thou- 
sand working people, victims of protection, 
out of employment and out of wages in 
Philadelphia, and by their own poverty 
adding to the stagnation of the home market. 


ENGLAND AND IRELAND. 

If the Tory class of English could make up 
their minds to trust those blarsted Irish” 
the Emerald Isle question would be settled 
at once. As Michael Davitt said at Man- 
chester: “If Gladstone is earnest in his 
efforts to suppress crime he must go to 
the source of all agrarian outrage and re- 
move landlordism, sweep away Dublin Cas- 
tle, and show that he can repose confidence 
in Ireland as in Canada.” But the Tories 
do not even think it worth while to ask 
themselves the question, Are the Irish capa- 
ble of self-government? And if they should 
ask it, they would answer it promptly and 
emphatically. in the negative. Indeed, the 
Tories seem to think it a little strange that 
the Irish won’t keep the peace while the 
process of starvation is going on. 

The English estimate of Irish character is 
so low that Irish efforts to free Ireland are 
utterly misconstrued. The stolid Tory re- 
gards these efforts not as evidence of a love 
of liberty, but as. showing a quarrelsome, 
turbulent disposition. When the Irish ques- 
tion presents itself for the hundredth time, 
the Tory sees in imagination a ragged 
“* Mick ' with a club, a brick, or a paving- 
stone in his hand, “spoiling for a fight.“ 
His first impulse is to put down the noisy 
Mick,“ and his last impulse is to put him 
down; and as he has been putting him down 
éevyery®ow and then for a hundred years, he 
considers it as part of his function as a natural 
governor ot mankind to put him down every 
time he seizes a paving-stone aad declares 
that his wife and the little “Micks” of his 
household are starving. . 

It has never occurred to the Tories to 
treat lreland better than she treats India or 
than she will treat the savages of North Bor- 
neo. In fact, a Tory regards all peoples who 
object to being taxed for her benefit as sav- 
ages. And it makes no differenceif such 
peoples have English bloodin their veins. 
The war on the American colonies was in- 
augurated on the theory that the Anglo-Sax- 
on who does not contribute to the giory of 
Britain ought to be shot. England employed 
Indians to scalp the descendants of the Pil- 
grims who ran away from British persecu- 
tion 150 years before. 

The Tory learns by experience, but he 
does not learn very fast, and he does 
not generalize at all. For example, having 
been whipped by the American colonies, the 
Tories refrained from making war upon 
Canada and Australia, because those coun- 
tries being peopled by Britons as the Ameri- 
can colonies were, the Tory concluded that 
he could not whip them; So England let 
them alone, and they are practically as free 
and independent as the mother country. But 
the Ceits are a different stock. England has 
whipped them as often as she has tried, and 
she rather likes it. Ina word, a Tory is bru- 
tal and does to the Irish what hetried to do 
to Americans a hundred years ago, but failed, 
and what hedares not try to do to the 
Canadians and Australians. 

Gladstone perfectly understands this brutal 
sentiment of the aristocracy. It was to grat- 
ify them that he introduced the pending new 
Coercion bill. That bulidog ferocity pecul- 
lar to the beef-eating Tory was roused to fe- 
ver-heat by the Phanix Park assasinations, 
and it must be appeased. Under cover of the 
Coercion act Mr. Gladstone will pass the 
Rent-Arrears bill. 

Mr. Gladstone deserves immense credit for 
the skill with which he has managed the Irish 
question. But the accidents of the time, 
without which no public man ean succeed, 
have been in his favor. There is a great un- 
dercurrent of public sentiment in England to 
the effect that the Irish are fighting not only 
for themselves, but for the tenantry of En- 
gland as well. If these were not a great suf- 
fering class in England—soffering precisely 
as the Irish suffer, but in less degree—the 
natural brutality of the Tory English would 
have compelled Mr. Gladstone long since ei- 
ther to bring down his mailed hand upon the 
Irish or to resign. 

A fellow feeling makes us wondrous kind. 
The English farmer sees impending in tne 
bot very distant future what has already 
overtaken the Irish ; and 


farmer—starvation ; 
be is willing to let Mr. Gladstone experiment 


with the irish question, realizing that it is 
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It would be queer if the despised Irish 
should after all be the means of remodeling 
the British Gevernment! It would be strange 
if the wild Irishman should wrest from the 
landed aristocracy not only his own liberty 
and right to own land, but the liberty and 
right of his brother tenant of England! But 
Irish history presents great names. A peo 
ple cannot be wholly unworthy of liberty 
who are able to boast of such orators and 
patriots as -Phillips, Curran, Grattan, and 
Emmet. Is is not impossible but that Em- 
met’s dying aspiration may yet be realized.

The Gotbie ty pe was the creation of the earli- 
est German prioters, who wished to make teir 
books as much like contemporary aanuscripts 
as possibie. The Latin type— antiqus in 
printers’ lance—was, broadly speaking, the 
creation of Italian bumanism, which ciung to it 
as representing at once a e approximation 
to the character of ciassical antiquity re- 
bellion against the monks, from whose mauu- 
script character the Gothic type was developed. 
Already in 1669 Lieboitz ur upon his German 
couatrymen the ment of the Gothic 
type for the more cosmopolitan “ antiqua,” and 
in the folidwing century it seemed as if literary 
Germany were about to take his advice. Towaras 
the end of the eightcenth century the new, or 
Latin, type became a burning question. Goethe 
was atone time on the side of change; Kant, 
on the other hand, protested evergeticaily 
against the abandoument of the national cbar- 
acter. At the present day victory is once more 
inclining to Rome against the barvarians. Forty 
per cent of all books printed in German in 1850 
were printed in “ antiqua,”’ and the proportion 
is steudily increasing. The Latin type must 
finally win in Germany, as it has won elsewhere, 
Prot. Kelle is persuaded; but its friends will do 
well to let it win naturally and gradually, witb- 
out foromg it on the country by any attempts 
at legisiation. 


A NEw and interesting question in the law 
of divorce is now before a New York Judge: Au 
ex-husband, prohibited from marrying again by 
the terms of a divorce decree issued in that 
State, has married in another State, and, being 
now sued by his late wife for increased alimony, 
prefers bis new marriage as a ground of defense 
against the suit. The New York Court of Ap- 
peals recently beld that, for such purposes as 
the legitimizing of children and the transfer of 
property and the disposition of dower, « second 
marriage out of the jurisdiction ot New York 
would be held legal in that State, notwithstand- 
ing a prohibition embodied in a New York de- 
cree of divorce; for such a second marnage is 
legal in the State in which it was celebrated, 
and by the operation of the Federal Constitu- 
tion therefore must be regarded as legal in 
other States. But the question now mooted is, 
whether an ex-husband, appearing in a New 
York court against which he nas committed a 
contempt, can avail himself of a defense tainted 
with such contemp?? j

TURKEY’S GRAND VIZIER. 


How .Abdul Hamid Dismissed Said 
Pacha, and Put Abd«er-Rahman 
Pacha in His Place. 

New York Herald. 

Our Constantinople correspondent sends the 
following: The Ottoman Empire has been 
compared to an enormous eclipse, baving for its 
two centres the Sultan's palace and the Sub- 
lime Porte. in the days of Abdul Aziz, the 
Grand Vizier—that is to say, the Sublime Porte 
~—wielded not only a power sometimes greater 
than that of the Sultan, but also possessed all 
the channels by which the Padishah's will could 
be executed. It was the last Vizier of Abdul 
Aziz who went so far as to betray the marital 
honor of the Khalif, and, to save his own 
head, was forced to depose and finally to 
“ suicide’’ hissovereign. It was the Sublime 
Porte that dethroned and imprisoned the Sul- 
tan Murad and paved the way for the accession 
of Abdul Hamid. But Abdul Hamid as soon as 
he became Sultan realized bis precarious situa- 
tion and endeavored to profit by the sad ex- 
amples of histwo immediate predecessors. By 
constant vigilance and energy he has succeeded 
in becoming the master of his own house. All 
the public men in Constantinople who had ever 
taken power at the Sublime Porte were gradual- 
ly removed. Since Midhat’s disgrace the im- 
perial Ministers have been mere puppets and 
recording clerks, The Porte is still Sublime,“ 
but it wields less real power than do the Sui- 
tan’s cook and scullions. With the ex- 
ception of the most commonplace mat- 
ters all that is done emanatus directly 
from the Sultan himself, and instead 
of being an ellipse the Ottoman Empire bas be- 
come a circle, the centre of which is the im- 
perial residence of Yeldiz Kiosque—a large 
white house on the hights overicoking the Bos- 
phorus, and from which the Sultan never stirs, 
except once a week when be goes to make his 
public Friday prayers in one of the great 
mosques of Stamboul. During the past six 
mouths Said Pasha, who was until lately Grand 
Vizier,bad been com pletely overriden by the 
Sultan's private secretaries, masters of cere- 


monies, and subordinate bangers-on at Yeldiz 
Kiosgque. Said constantly begged bis imperial 
master to relieve him of his functions. The 
Suitan always replied: “You dave no will of 
yourown. You must remaib where I piace you, 
and | never sball accept your resicnauon. Last 
Sunday week Said was busy at the Sublime 
Porte dictating letters and countersigning or- 
ders and decrees of the Sultan. In the 
afternovun an attendant appeared and suddenly, 
and witbout saying a word, removed the ink- 
stand from the Grand Vizierial table. It must 
bere be explained that the removal of a Minis- 
ter's inkstand is one of the ceremonial iostitu- 
tions of the Osmanli, and is a polite way of 
making known to a public functionary the fact 
of his summary dismissal and disgrace. Said 
Pasha at once took the hint. Leaving papers 
and decrees and documents in the most com- 
plete ep he merely called for his car- 
riage and drove rapidly home to his palace, 
where he found one of the Sultan's masters of 
ceremonies, who told him to deliver up at once 
the seals of State that had been intrusted to him 
just eighteen months ago. Whether Said's sun 
has set forever or whether it is merely uuder 
an eclipse remains to be seen, but Grand Viziers 
are no longer allowed even to resign; they must 
waituntil they be dismissed. 

The next day the Sultan ordered Abd-er- 
Rahman Noor-ed-Veen Pasha—to whom his 
Majesty had afew days ago given a beautiful 
turnished palace on the Bospborus and $40,000 
to commence housekeeping—to appear before 
him at Leid Kiosque. Abd-er- Rahman ad- 
vanced toward his sovereign in a crouching 
attitude of reverence and humility. The Sultan 
placed in Abd-er-Rahman’'s bands the red silk 
bag containing the seals of State that Said had 

iven tothe Master of Ceremonies the day be- 

ore. The new Grand Vizier then bowed bis 
forehead until it touched the red silk bag. Hus 
Highness then pressed the precious bag to bis 
heart, and ventured to express the fervent 
hope that with the help of God and the 
Khalif he might be the bumble instrument 
of satisfactorily executms the wishes 
of his imperial master. Tue Grand Vizier 
was then conducted by the Master of Ceremonies 
to the courtyard of the palace, where a splendid- 
ly caparisoned thoroughbred Arab stallion 
awaited bim. Mounting the steed, and preceded 
by the Sneik-ul- Islam, bis Highness rode to the 
quay on the European shore of the Bosphorus, 
and embarking in a steam yacbt crossed the 
Golden Horn and landed at the Seragiio Point. 
Here the Grand Vizier found another Arab steed 
of the purest pedigree, a battalion of the im- 
perial guard, and more masters of ceremonies 
and attendants awaiting bis arrival. Mounting 
this second horse—which, like the first, was a 
present from the Sultan—hbe paraded through 
the streets of Stamboul to the Sublime Porte. 
Entering the Grand Vizierial chamber, where 
the portentous inkstand bad been put in its 
place again, the Beylixdji read aloud the flrman 
of the Sultan, which was thus worded: 

My illustrious Vizier, Abd-er- Rahman Pacha 
Noor-ed-Deen: Said Pacha having been dis- 
missed, Lintrustto you-—on account of your 
ability and fidelity already known to me—the 
important post of Prime Minister. 

“ ABDUL HAMID KHAN.” 

The Sheik-ul-Islam andthe Uieina then of- 
fered prayers for the Kalif, Abdul Hamid 
Khan, and a crowd of functionaries and em- 
ployés pressed about the new Grand Vizier, and 
many of them, taking the skirts of his Highness’ 
coat in their hunds, pressed the Grand V izierial 
coat-tails revereutly to their lips. One satellite 
bad set and a new one had arisen—voila tout. 

The Grand Vizier Abd-er-Rahman Noor-ed- 
Deen—which being transiated into English is 
“The Footstool of God and Light of the True 
Religion —is avout 57 years old, and is descend- 
ed from the celebrated family of the Gherai, 
who once were Khans of the Crimea. Abd-er- 
Rabman has been hitherto employed almost ex- 
clusively in the provinces. He has been Gov- 
ernor-General of the vilayets of tbe Danube, of 
Diarbekir, Ango and Bagdad. He speaks 
Turkish, Arabic, Persian, and a very little 
French. He has a long white beard and is 
rather corpuient. Abdul Hamid. like Cesar, 
preters that those about him should be fat, 
rather than lean and hungry. 

Such is the change ot Ministry in ite dramatic

Her hair 
was dark,and banged. Her dress was white. 
and her light hat was clear back on her 
head. What drew my attention was the 
upper part of the dress. The 
upper partof the waist was different from the 
rest. I had never met the young lady except on 
that day. A picture was shown me subsequently, 
which I recognized as chat of the young 
lady whom 1 had met at the Rock.

Judge Moore opposed the proposition to abol- 
ish the District Superintendeats, believing that 
they dida work no Secretary could do, knew 
mere about the wants of the Church, and could 
better reach the people than a Secretary resid- 
ing in Philadelphia. 

Dr. Arthur Mitenell deprecated the criticisms 
made upon the suggestions of the committee. 
They did not know woether che District Super- 
inteudents were needed or not to distribute the 
pubiications of the board, but insisted that they 
should not oe paid from the funds of ‘the Col 
nortage Department. 

Judge Moore made a special effort to have the 
Superintendent at Chicago (Dr. Waters) re- 
tained, ou account of bis lou services, but the 
assembiy refused to make an excepuon, and 
the resotu uon stood without material amend- 
meat, requiring the board to retain District 
Superintendents only on business principies. 

Cousiderable discussion followed, but the tinal 
disposition of these resolutions was cut off by 
the usual notices previous to adjournment. 

A POPULAR MEETING 
in the interest of the cause of foreign missions 
was held at the First Presbyterian Chureh this 
evening, the Hon. Henry W. Williams, of Penn- 
Sylvania. presiding. In open the meeting 
Mr. Williaws called attenuon to the fact that 
there was great encourage@ient in the foreign 
mission work, in view of the chauge in the situ- 
ation since it was first entered upon. The bar- 
riers bad been removed., the nations bad been 
brought closer together, and (ne means of com- 
inunication were greater. The worid was one, 
and ougbt to have but one religion. 

The Key. Dr. McGilroy, who hus been a mis- 
sionary in Siam for twenty-four years, ex- 
plained the condition of the work in that coun- 
try. Forty years ago Siam and Burmah were 
alike and exclusive. Now they were poles apart.

as a result of missionary work. The speaker's 
work was amoog the Laos. Tais people were 
unique among ail the heathen oactions, because 
there the women were superior to the men. 

The Rev. J. W. Chamberiin, of Brazil, gave an 
interesting account of the mission work of the 
Church in that Empire. The Gospel was first 
preached there iu 1660 by a Calvinist, who be- 
came a martyr to the cause, and whose labors 
bave since borne good fruit. As au illustration 
of the decaying power of Rome in politics in 
Brazil, the speaker stated that last year the 
Church bad tried to organize a new party, and 
put up twoof its eminent Bishops for seats in 
Congress, but bad failed. 

The Rev. John Butier, for fourteen vearsa 
missiouary in China, summarized the progress 
of the work of evangelizing that great Empire. 
He had found a feeling in this country that the 
Chinese were only Waitiug to overrun this coun- 
try, but all who came bere came because

and from a province about as large as a half- 
bushel. The whole United States could be put in 
China, aud then leave an empire as large as 
France, and. were the whole pupuiation of the 
United States added to China, the peopie there 
would hardiy know there bad been any increase. 
The Chinese were natural-born Presbyterians, 
and tne Presbyterian system was precisely suit- 
ed to their intellects and social nabits. 

The Kev. J. J. Lucas, who bas been in India 
twelve years, stated that he could preach there 
with fewer bindrances than in this country, and 
that the peopie of India were waiting for 
Christianity. 

Another missionary from Siam, the Rev. E. R. 
Duniap, showed the status of the work there. 
with only three ordained ministers to 8,000,000 of 
people, by comparing it to an attempt to evan- 
selize (the States of Illinois, Missouri, Indiana, 
and Michigan with three ministers. 

The meeting was closed with a stirring address 
on the general progress of the foreigu mission 
work by Dr. Gatz, of St. Louis.

The Striking Brickmakers still Loafing 
—The Manufacturers Determined to. 
Put an End to the Strike or Start Up 
Next Week with Green HMands—The 
Far-Reaching Effects of the Strike. 
At the headquarters of the striking brickmak- 

ers and the “ bosses” the same old story was ro- 

peated yesterday, and no change in the situation 

noted, both sides deciaring their intention ol 

remaining firm. At the office of Puritngton & 

Kimball a reporter ran across a little group of 

brick manufacturers who were talking over 

matters pertaining to the strike in an informal 
way. One said he believed the men were burt- 
ing themselves every day they remained out. 

Their action not only entailed a loss of 

wages upon them, but upon thousands 

of mechanics and laborers who depended for 
their work upon the supply of brick, The man- 
ufacturers lost comparatively little and were 
baving a good time, but the stubboruness of the 
men lost the mechanics and laborers of the city 
at least $50,000 per day. Another manufacturer 
said de dia not believe in allowing themselves to 
be bulldosed any louwer by the strikers. The 
fact chat the manufacturers were dom noth- 
ing would lead the strikers to suppose that 
they were in their power, and they 
woold always arrue thus ia such movemeats 
in the future. At this poiut 
one of the manufacturers came in from the 
yards and stated that everything was quiet there. 
At Busse’s yards a crowd of strikers bad gath- 
ered early in the morning, bearing (Mat an at- 
tempt would be made to start up ne machines, 
vut notumg was dune by either side. The com- 
iaittee appointed at the meeting of mauufact- 
urers Tuesday to confer with the Mayor iu re- 
gard to protecaon if they decided to start up 
held a consultation at lo clock at the Builders’ 

Exchange, and will probably call on Mayor Har- 

risun today. 
The far-reaching effects of the brickmakers 

strike. as above outlined by one of the manu- 
facturers, are not at all exaggerated. The brick - 
yards ure still idie, and so are the bricklayers, 
the carpenters to a large extent, and several 
other trades dependent upon the free supply of 
common brick. The brick-manutfacturers now 
deciare that the strike must end with this week, 
as thereafter they will not agree to pay last 
year’s wages to the workmen, but will start up 
their yards with green bauds, whom they can 

get lu sufficient numbers at a reduction vf 2 

centa per day from last years pay. This they 

are all determined upon, and will look to the mu- 

nicipal autborities for protection if such a 

course becomes necessary. The quantity of 

brick coming from outside points is quite insig- 

ulucant.

Letting of Convict Labor at the Joliet

GNADENHUTTEN, O., May #.—One hundred 
years ago ninety-six Moravian Christian Indi- 
ans were barbarously butchered on this spot by 
a band of waite settiers. and today this quaint 
ald Moravian town bas been thronged by thou- 
sands ot visitors from all parts of the country. 
attending the anniversary of this event which 
makes one of the darkest and bioodiest pages 
in the annals of the whole country. The day 
was delightful for the occasion, and the early 
trains were freighted down with passengers, 
some of whom came thousands of miles to at- 
tend this anniversary. Monumental Park, where 
the exercises were held, was full of 

CURIOSITY-SEEKERS AND RELIC-HUNTERS 
early in the morning. This park, embracing 
about five acres, is now used as a cemetery, and 
near its western border, on the banks of the 
Tuscarawas, stands a monument erected to the 
memory of these murdered Moravians, June 15, 
1872. ov. Foster and ®. U. Holl.ngsworth, who 
was the orator of the day, arrived oo the morn- 
iug Pan-Handle train from the East, and were 
escorted by che Guadenhutten band and New- 
comerstown Soldiers’ Association to the park, 
where the ceremonies were conducted, and on 
the arrival of the train from Columbus with 
Charlies Townoseud and other distinguished 
yuests, 

A PROCESSION, *. 
headed by the Newcomerstown Soldiers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Gaadenbutten, Newcomerstown, 
and Wilmore bands, marched through the 
grounds, when a touching address of welcome 
was delivered by the venerable Bi<hop Van 
Vieck, of the Moravian Church, after which an 
anthem was reudered by the choirs, and a recess 
was bad for refreshments. 

After dinner Senator D. A. Hollingsworth de- 
livered a lengthy and eloquent oration. in when 
he recounted the history of the exriy Moravian 
settlements on the Tuscarawas, and gave minute

Awong the intereeting guests here today are 
three ludians—viz., Stone Fish and wife and 
Jacob, of the Delaware tribe. They are lienai 
decendanis of one of the murdered families, 
and came from New Fairtield, Cansda. Iteca 
Witder’s grandson is here from Bethlehem, Pa.. 
accompanied by his wife. He is a venerable 
gentiemen, 70 years old.

History of the Massacre, and the Events 
Which L d to lft. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

GNADENAUTTEN, O., May 24.—Today was cele- 
brated at this piace the 100th anniversary of one 
of the most horribie tragedies that ever dark- 
ened the pages of American history, that of the 
massacre in cold blood of pinety-six Moravian 
Christian Indians by a band of white settiers. A 
brief account of the circumstances leading to 
the sad tragedy will no doubt be of great in- 
terest to the readers of Tax TRIBUNE. 

In 1773 the German Moravian miesionaries 
Teisberger and Heckweider induced a number 
of the lndian converts to make a settlement 
bere, and huts were soon erected, lands 
cleared, and a thriving little Indian village 
was the result. For ten years these Christian 
indians enjoyed the peace and comforts of a 
civilized life, but, alas, how soon were they to 
be subjected to the most crucil and outrageous 
treatment. In che fail of 1782 the British sta- 
tioned at Detroit, and their Indian allies under 

HALF KING PIPE, 

at Sandusky, endeavored to induce these Curis- 
tian Iudians at Goadeuhutten to aid them in 
waging a war onthe white settlers in the Ohio 
and Tuscarawas Valleys. This the Moravians 
refused to do, as they desired to remain neu- 
trai and thus avoid the borrors of a border war- 
tare. Earaged at this, the British seized Teis- 
berger, Heck welder, and ali the Caristian Mora- 
viun indian’ at Guadenbuttea, and wife their 
borses, cattle, etc., drove them prisoners to De- 
truit. Here these poor Christians almost starved 
to death, and about midwinter 100 or more of 
them received permission from their captors to 
returu to Gnadenhbutteo and there gather the 
cera crop of the last year and bring it to their 
starving breturen in Detroit. 

About the time these Moravians started on 
their humane expedition to Guadenhutten 
bands of savages were instigated by tbe Kriiisa 
to plunder and piliage the white settlers in the 
Tuscarawas Valiey in order to inflame che pris- 
oners and thus ioduce them to make war on the 
Moravians, whom tbe British well knew would 
be churged with these atrucities. la February, 
I. 


A BAND OF THESE SAVAGES 
murdered the family of one William Wallace in 
Eastern Onio and tied toward tue Muravian 
town of Gnaden nutten. Ou their trail they 
hung the mutilated body of Mrs. Waliace and 
ber babe on trees in order the further to intlame 
the settlers whom they knew would soon be in 
pursuit. On arriving at Gnudenhutten the Mo- 
raviaos Warned these savuges off, as they weil 
knew che whites would soon be in pursuit, and 
thus blame them (the Moravians) for barvoring 
these savages. Before leaving. however, one of 
these Indinas traded the bloody dress of the 
murdered Mrs. Wallace to a young and thougnht- 
less Moravian girl. 

Eariy in March a company of white settiers, 
numbermg about 100. started from Mingo Bot- 
toms, neur the present site of Steubenville, un- 
der cowwmand of Col. David Wiiltiamsen, and 
proceeded toward Guadenuutten 

TO HAVE REVENGE, 
as they supposed, ou the perpetrators of the re- 
cent barburities. On reaching Goadenhutten 
they found the Moravians gathering the corn to 
Curry to their famisbing bDretoren in Detroit, lit- 
tle suspecting the horrible fate which was in 
store for them. 

At first Col. Williamson's men treated the 
Moravians very kindly, and under promises of 
friendship and good will induced all of them to 
give up melir acms. The whites further prom- 
ised them that they would do them no harm, 
but would take them safely to Fort Pitt as pris- 
oners, and there treat them kindly. No svoner 
bad the Moravians surrendered their arms 
than the whites begun to accuse them of ver- 
petrating the recent Outrages on the settiers 
and plainiy toid them they pro to butcher 
all of them. In vaio did the Moravians protest 
their innocence, but the blood-thicsty whites 
cried for vengeance, and pointed to the bivod- 
stained dress of the murdered Mra. Wallace as 
evidence of their guilt. : 

The Moravians, to the number uf 100. were 
contined ia a large log buliding used as cooper- 
shop, and a vote was then taken by Col. Will- 
iamson’s meu as to whether they shouid

or carry them as prisouers to Fort Pitt. Out of 
the whole command only eighteen voted to 
spare their lives, and the almost unanimous de- 
cision, therefore, was murder. And thus it was 
decided to perpetrate a deed which makes up 
tne darkest and bloodiest puge in the history of 
the country. When the ision was made 
koown to the Moravians they asked a few mo- 
ments for devotion,.and prepared to mect death 
as tho martyrs of old. 

They were then taken from the buildmg two 
by two, with ther hauds tied behind them, and 
led to another building; and, just as they en- 
tered the doorway, a svidier within dealt them a 
terribie blow on the head with a beavy cooper's 
mailiet, which crushed che skull of the poor vie- 
tim and seattered is bruins around the room. 
The poor victims were then dragged to one side, 
only to make room for another, and in this man- 
ner were murdered in cold biood ninety-six Mo- 
ravian Christiano indians, thirty-three of whom 
were innocent women and children, and infants 
at the breast. Thus the work of death prog-

A Historie Spot.

GNADENHUTTEN, O., May %2%.—Monumental 
Park, where today’s ceremonies were conducted, 
is now used as a cemetery, and is filled with ob- 
jects of deep and abiding interest to ali here. 
To the west side of the park stands the monu- 
ment which marks the exact spot where the old 
historic martyrs met death with such heroic 
fortitude 100 years ago. This monument is 
thirty-Ove feet high, was erected in June, 1872, 
and bears the following inscription: Here tri- 
umpbed in death oinety-six Moravian Christian 


Indians, March 8 178. Goadenhutten.” Ten 
feet to the east of the monument 
a fi r-board marks the spot where stood the 
mission-bouse in which the Moravians beid their 
last worship, a few minutes before their 
slauguter by the heartless white settiers. A little 
turther to the east is aa r pin nted by 
tne Indians. in ITT4, and whi has stood in the 
storms of a century asasilent witness the 
sbocking tragedy which crimsoned the waters of 
the Tuscarawas with the biood of innocent and 
defenseless men, women, and children. It is 
Still fruitful. A few paces to the south of the 
monument anocber nuger- board marks the spot 
where stood the cooper-sbop in which the 
victims of the tragedy were slaughtered. 

Col. Williamson, commander of the Gaader- 
hutten expedidioan, afterward died ia jail in 
Wasbington County, Pennsylvania, where he 
was contiaed for not paying a fine to 
him for keeping a tippling-bouse. 


CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS. 


Beginning of the Trial of James Fitz- 
gerald, the Man Who “Steered”™ the 
Old Gentieman Againsta Buako Game 
in Boston. 

Speciait Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Boston, May %4.—In the Superior Criminal 

Court today the trial of James Fitzgerald. alias 

Morrison, who is indicted for defrauding Charlies 

Francis Adams Sr. of $17,500in a bunky game, was 

begun. The swindle failed of fulfillment only be- 

cause the payment of the check which Mr. Adams 
gave was stopped by intervennon of his son, 

Jobn Quincy Adams. Of the three parties to 

the fraud two escuped arrest, but Fitzgerald was 

taken and promptiy indicted. He was the de- 
coy, and his captivating manners and style of 
conversation were depended on forthe purpose 
of roping in the proposed victim. The 
principal witesses today were Fernald, the man 
whom the conspirators induced to deposit and 
coliect the check for them, Oiney, counsel em- 
ployed by Mr. Adams’ sons to advise as to pre- 
liminary action, and Mr. Jobn Q. Adams. Mr. 
Feruuld's testimony went to show that be had 
no complicity or Knowledge of wrong in the 
matter, but. being a lawyer, acted tor one of the 
men, who bad previously been his client. By 
getting Fernald to depusit and afterwards draw 
against the check, they avoided the necessity 
of wetting themselves identified to the bank oiti- 
vers. According to Oiney’sstatement, the matter 
appeared racher dark when be was called on to 
advise, and so, in order to get ali the light possi- 
bie, it was agreed by bim, by the detective, and 
by Mr. J. G. Adams that Fitzgerald might come 
to Olney’s office fur the purpose of telling the 
whole story, and should be guaranteed aguiaost 
arrest in coming, going, and while there. He 
came, and, as Uiaey stated in court, narrated 
with the utmost coolness all the experience 
which tne three nad with the old man Adams. 

Fitzxeruld's deiiniuon of bis department of the 

business was he was the “steerer,” 

and he detailed with much self-satisfacnon nis 
success in steering the ex-plenipotentiary into 
the gamblers den. He admitted, however, that 

Mr. Adams was apparently quite deluded, and 

did not really understand the game of banco. 

which they played. Fitzgerald pretended, while 

playing, to be quite innoveut too, and gave his 

checks when he lost or won, as Adams also did. 

On the first two games they won, and the rules 

of the establishment required that they should 

give 10 per cent of their winnings tor 
the beuent of the establishment. la this 
way the schemers got three checks from Mr. 

Adams, the first for $250, one- tenth of his nomi- 

nal winomgs, the second for $1.60, another 

tenth. and the third, which was a lost game, was 
for che full stakes of that game, $17,400. It was 
only this large check that the bauco men at- 
tempted to collect. In these winnings no money 
was paid, but a banco Dank certificate or some- 
thing of the kind was passed over. When the 
gume was lost Fitzgerald, as he stated in 
thig interview, began to whine about what 
be had lost. and explained to tne 
old man that they had been gambling. 
The old man protested against this idea, and 
said he never had done such athingia his lite. 
and was taken from the room weeping. Fitz- 
gerald went with bim. and pacified him ina de- 
wree before they got back to Mr. Adams’ resi- 
dence. He felt sure Adams would pay the 
check rather than suffer the disgrace of pub- 
licity, as all former victims had done. The in- 
terviewing parties did as they agreed, and did 
uot arrest Fitzgeraid then, but a day or two 
later. His counsel now strives to 
make it appear that this prom- 
ise of exemption from arrest was 
indetinit, and waatever confessions Fitzgerald 
made were induced by this promise. The crossa- 

examination is conducted apparently with a 

view to this line of defense. Mr. Adams testi- 

fied also to this interview, and stated besides 

that his father’s mental faculties are much im- 

paired and his memory almost wholly gone. He 

biamed bimself for allowing the old mau to go 
upon the streets unattended.

RESOLUTIONS. 

On reassembling the Committee on Resoiu- 
tions reported as follows: ö 

WHER#AS, The pruhibition movement has of 
late years assumed startiing provortions in ail 
parts of the country, but more particulariy in 
the Northwestern States, where the movement 
bas been more or less fostered by the party 
there in power; and 

Waenreas, In most of our Western States the 
Probibitionists succeeded in their secur the 
passage of laws palpably tyrannical and in- 
Jurious to the exercise of our bustuess, and the 
adoption of coustituuonal amendmeris aiming 
at che entire suppression of the manufacture 
and sale of our commodities; and 

Whereas, Even in the balls of Congress ad- 
vocates of sumptuary legisiation have met with 
success in securing the passage of a bill creat- 
ing a prejudiced coi mission to collect or mauu- 
— statistics reliecting upon our business: 
an 


„ WHEREAS, The report of such commission 
will be made the pretext for and basis of sumpt- 
7 legisiation; and 

HEREAS, The dominant party in the Nation- 
al House of Representatives bas by its caucus 
action declared itseif antagonistic to our busi- 
ness in refusing to release the articies of our 
trade from a burdensowe and ueediess taxation, 
thereby practically ingrafting a pronbibitory 
plank upon its Naudonal platform; and 

WHeEReAS, Many of us bave given long and 
loyal allegiance to the party which, having 
stricken the shackles from the biacks of the 
South, now threatens to become the party of op- 
pression in the North, we feel the more keenly 
the mistreatment we Dave received in our own 
political household. 

Resolved, That we are willing to help toward 
suppressing the vice of Inebriety by wise, just. 
and effective means. We stand ready to assist 
in the cause of temperance so long as the term 
is used in the true meaning of the word—to wilt.: 
sobriety. But ;whenever such agitators take 
recourse to extreme measures, uplifting a 
menacing band against civil liberty and vested 
legal rights, leaving the part of wisdom and 
justice and following the course of oppression 
and fanaticism, we become opponents instead 
of friends, 

Resolved, That among the chief ends and ob- 
jects of government are the prutecuon of per- 
sons in the enjoymeutof the largest measure of 
individual freedom compatible with publec 
safety; that the pruhibitory legislauon already 
enacted and proposed to be enacted iu the differ- 
rent States of the Union by the probibidonists is 
designed to confiscate and destroy miilions of 
property and to restrain individual freedom 
when public safety does not require such re- 
straint, thus pervegting the legitimate powers 
of government. It ‘therefore becomes our duty 
as brewers, distillers, and liquor-dealers to make 
a common cause against a common enemy, in 
order to save our property from threatened de- 
struction, at the same time we are upholding 
those great principles of personal liberty which 
are, or Ought to be, dear to the heart of every 
American citizen. Conscious of the rectitude of 
our intentions and the justice of our cause, we 
appeal to the liberai-minded everywhere to co- 
operate with us in our struggle against tyranny 
and fanaticism. 

Resolved, That the time bas arrived for the 
formation of a Nauonal orgaulzauon. composed 
of all those brewers, distillers, and wholesale 
and retail liquor-dealers throughout the whole 
country who feel the necessity and recognize 
the need of meeting and turning the tide of 
prohibitory legisiation in the several States iu 
which such iegisiation has already been enacted, 
and of enacting just and wholésome laws upon 
the subject of the liquor-trafiic in the place of 
those existing laws which, in most of the States, 
are palpabiy unjust and oppressive, and of 
evil rather than of good tendency. As citizens, 
we not only have vast property interests at 
stake in the issue forced upon us by the pro- 
hibitionists, but we here desire to remind our 
adversaries and the public generally, in justifi- 
cation of our cause, that in everything which 
concerns the material welfare of our common 
country. and in everything which tends to pro- 
mote the moral and intellectual advancement, 
the nappiness, and well-being of this people. we 
are as deeply and profoundly interested as any 
other class of citizens. 

Resvived, That, white we are averse to min- 
giing politics with business, and with no inten- 
tion of forming an independent party, yet we 
cannot overlook the fact that when politicians 
as individuals, or political parties io their col- 
lective capacity, attempt to destroy our business 
and our property, and at the same time abridge 
our rights of personal treedom, we would not 
only be wanting in self-respect, but blind to our 
highest duty, if we should fail to use all the 
lawful means which God, or Nature, or man 
bas placed in our hands to thwart our adversa- 
ries; and therefore, laying aside all minor dif- 
ferences, and as @ necessity and a matter of 
paramount duty, we propose and mutually 
pledge ourselves to work harmoniously and as- 
siduously at the ballot-box against tne elecacn 
of any and all candidates or the success of any 
party who favors the probibition movement and 
in favor of only those men or that party who 
are known to represent and advocate the prin- 
ciples embodied in these resolutions.

the maintenance of an election law pure, strin- 
gent, and uniform; the readjustment of the 
tranchise; the establishment of a method of 
representation by which a more correct expres- 
sion ot the political eonVictions of eciectors 
may be obtained; the preservation 3 
of Provincial rights as guaranteed by the 
act of Confederanon; a reformation of the 
Senate 60 as to bring it lato barmony with the 
principle of representative ipatitutions; the up- 
holding of the independence of Parliament, hav- 
ing a due regard to its responsibility to the peo- 
pie and the true principle of representative gov- 
ernment; a determined hostility to the creadon

Shooting of a Boy by an Ancient Tramp. 

An uuprovoked shucting affray of the must 
despicable character occurred in the Desplaines 
street district yesterday afternoon, the victim 
being an inoffensive lad bardly 12 years of ‘age, 
and bis assallaut a man whose identity bas not as 
yet been fixed.

French weapua of 25-calibre, which Mr, Ander- 
son brought with him to this country. This be 
appropriated, and a minute afterward be tired 
a shot at the children, who were standing by the 
frout window perenne him with childish curi- 
ag tear. he bullet took effect 
back of Robert Anderson, 
about two inches to the right 
spine and taking a downward 
course. After tiring the shot the man ran out 
the back door and’ into the alley, where ue dis- 
appeared toward the south. The sound of the 
shut and the screains of the children attracted 
the attention of the neighbors. The Union street 
patrol- wagon was called and the wounded lad 
wus removed to the County Hospital. 

Last night the evergzies of some half-dozen 
police officers were devoted to hunting up tpe 
coward who did the shovting.

RLEVATOR HORRORS. 

The accident Tuesday at Nos. 270 and 272 
Wabash avenue, by which George Kambron lost 
bis life, adds only one more to the list of this 
glass of constantiy-recurring borrors from like 
causes. Where itis so apparently possible to 
avert these appalling catastrophes, and render 
the elevator what it is destined to be, a safe 
vebicie of conveyance, it would seem that a city 
boasting of having an Elevator Inspector, whose 
duty it is to see that these conveyers of human 
life are properly and thoroughiy equipped with 
such safeguards and appliances as will render 
them safe from such accidents, ought to make 
a thorough investigation as to his competency 
to fill so important a position. Possibiy he may 
not have the power to remedy the evil, and his 
competency may be neutralized for want of 
proper legislation. 

The elevator in which Rambron lost his life is 
of the ordinary kind—the dog and racuet safety, 
nothing more; a safety that is misnamed, for 
it bas no element of meng A either in theury or 
practice. It is only an element of danger, and 
the svoner such flimsy devices are condemned 
the more lives there will be saved. There are 
safety elevators of known and recognized werit, 
that bave passed the ordeal of the severest 
tests, and found to be scientifically practical in 
every instance. A Coroner's jury ought to make 
such an investigation of the tacts surrounding 
such accidents as will in the future tend toa 
reform in the use of the elevator, and ail parties 
who, to save a triflimg expense, run a Man-trap 
elevator ought to be made to realize that due 
diligence to protect the tives of their customers 
and employes is one of the cardinal laws that 
govern a well- regulated community.

BOARD OF TRADE. 

THE WINTER-WHEAT AMENDMENT ADOPTED 
BY A LARGE MAJURITY~—THE NEW BUILD 
ING PLANS AS FINALLY PERFECTED. 

The amendment, to Sec. 3, Rule 26, which pro- 
vides that No. 2 spring and No. 2 winter wheat 
shall be deliverapie on contracts calling for No. 
2 wheat, was passed yesterday by a majority of 
614 votes. The total vote was 904, of which 7380 
were for and 175 against the amendment. 

The April- Wheat Committee met as usual yes- 
terday and heard the testimony of two Wisemn- 
sin millers who had bougut wheat here and else- 
wherein April. Some was purchased of the 
combinanon, whieh: yielded a profit on flour. 
The prices ranged from $1.30@L33. Mr. Murphy 
and Mr. Mair also offered further evidence, 
and depositions were received from Minnesota 
stating that No. 2 wheat was worth there about 
$1.15. The witnesses examined, the committee 
passed the remainder of the afternoon looking 
over the testimony, the review of which they 
hope to conclude today. 

The Milwaukee combination is saidto have 
the wheat yet, rumors to the contrary notwith- 
standing. Those who have,seen their program 
say a corner is not down on it. The buige in 
corn yesterday was attributed to the presence of 
the good Deacon.

THE NEW BUILDING PLANS. 

The Board of Real Estate Managers and 
Architect Boyingtou have at last completed the 
pian for the new Board of Trade Building. Ia 
several important, respects the design is 
different from the one selected. it is 
much more ornate and imposing. 
The estimated cost of the modified plan is 6800. 
000, and if the building materia! is granit, which 
it probabiy will be, the sum will approach §1,- 
000,000. 

In the modified pian the main walis of the La 
Salle street front are twenty feet higber than in 
the ola design. The hight from the sidewalk to 
the top of the main cornice is 18 feet. The 
prominent feature of this, the principal front. is 
the tower, which bag been greatly enlarged. It 
will be the bighest. in the West, rising WO feet 
from the street level. On the top is poised a 
statue of Mercury. In this tower, about 
260 feet from the ground, is a lookout 
baicony, and 228 feet above the sidewalk isa 
clock with dials on the four sides. The tower 
projects from the building about six feet, and 
the main entrance at its base somewhat fur er. 
This entrance, or portico, is thirty-two feet wide 
and forty-six feet high. It is supported by 
great granit columeos, one on each side. The 
corner pavilions flanking the tower are carried 
up higher than ia the former plan, and project 
about four feet from the structure, They 
are also more ornamental. 

THE INTERIOR. 

In the interior the centre ot the ground floor 
is devoted to a settling-room in place of deposit 
vaults, and around the sides are offices, as be- 
fore. The double main stairway leading to the 
ball is enlarged to tiine feet in width. On the 
second floor the prineipal change is in the size 
= the main ball. This room is increased in size 

23,000 feet by letéung into it the corridor, six- 
sho feet in width, which, in the other desiga, 
separated the ball from the cail-rvom and offi- 
cers’ apartments. This modification makes the 

inside measurement of the trud- 

150x160 feet. There are two 

galleries in this room. The one 
in the north end extends entirely across it, 
about twenty feet above the hal: floor, the ros- 
trum lead from the middie being sixteen 
feet above. This gailery connects with rooms 
in che corner pavilions, and is designed for the 
use of their members and guests. Opposit, or 
at the south end of the ball, is the public bal- 
cony, whicn is somewhat larger than the one 
in the present Board of Trade quarters. The 

Culi-Bourd room fs located in the suutheast cor- 

ner of the second story. Itis provided with a 


gallery for visitors of tor the use of members if an 


increase in seating capacity becomes necessary. 

In the soutbwest end are the President's, Secre- 
tary’s, and similar apartments, arrauged nearly 
the same as in the original plan. Above the 
hall and directly under the roof are three rooms 
—two 42x 160 feet, on either side, and one 204150 
feet across the front, which are reserved for the 
telewrapb companies: chambers do not 
interfere with the glass skylight which forms 
the ceiling of the trading-ball. The office build- 
ing in the rear is not changed materially in out- 
line. The arrangement of the corridors is 
modified to cooform to the alterations in the 
frout structure, but the four elevators and the 
stairways remain as before. The architectural 
designs on the outside are changed so as to har- 
monize with those ig the Board of Trade part of 
the building, the tendency in this respect over 
the entire edifice baving been in the direction 
of a more imposing and ornamental exterior. 


SCIENTIFIC SOUPS. 
MRS. EWING TELLS HOW TO MAKE THEM. 

Mrs. Emma F. Ewing, in a lecture before the 
ladies at the Atheuwum yesterday sfterfioon, 
expressed regret that soups were not in more 
genera! use in this country, since thay were both 
economical and healthful. In nearly every kitch- 
en enough scraps of cooked and uncookéd meat 
trimmings, roasts, steaks, cutlets, etc., were 
wasted to kecp the family supplied with soup, 
and dinoer could ysually be preceded with 
advantage by a light, palatadie potage or con- 
som me. 

A simple broth of good quality, delicately sea- 
soned with salt and pepper and containing sago, 
tapioca, macaroni, rice,or barley, was always 
acceptable, while few of the limitless variety of 
soups readily secured by a judicious introduc- 
tion of vegetables, herbs, and spices meet with 
disfavor. Soup stock was almost indispensable 
in cookery, and a stock-pot was one of the most 
useful utensils knows to the culinary art. Yet 
a majority of Americana housewives had a very 
impertect idea of what soup-stock wag, and bad 
never even heard of-a stock-pot. There was 
nothing mysterious about either. Soup stock 
was simply the base, or foundation, of soups 
and sauces—the fluid extracted from meat and 
bones by boiling and simmering—and a stock- 
pot was the pot or Kettic in which they were 
boiled and simmered. 

TO OBTAIN STOCK, 
meat and bones should be placed in the pot in 
clear cold water, which shouid be heated gradu- 
ally till it reached the boiling point, and then be 
allowed to simmer very gently fer a longer or 
shorter time, according to the nature of the 
material used and the quality ot the stock 
wanted. The object of heating the water grad- 
ually and then permitting it to only simmer was 
to prevent the coaguiation of the albumen, let 
the water penetrate the meat and extract all the 
juices, and thus render the soup as nutritious 


as possible. .

PULLMAN. 

The long and faithful search for the bodies of 
the victims of the disaster of the l4th inst. bas 
at last been partially successful. Yesterday 
morning the bodies ot James H. Bucklin and 
William Oliver were found floating on the sur- 
face of the lake near the outlet. Yesterday was 
the tenth day since the date of the accident, 
and in consequence of the length of time Which 
bas elapsed the bodies were somewhat decom- 
posed. Four bodies have now been recovered— 
two, those of Benjamin F. Bucklin and John L. 
Smith,on the day after the accident, and the 
two found esterday. It will be remembered 
that the ies of Ben Buckliu and Smith were 
discovered in the shallow water near the beach, 
and close to the capsized boat. This was ou the 
southwest shore of the lake, and it was thought 
at the time that they alone, of all the party, had 
been able to cling to the bout uatilit drifted into 
the shallow water, but were exbausted by the 
exposure, that they drowned in the shallow 
water close to the shore. James Bucklin, whose 
body was recovered yesterday, was the one who 
attempted to swim from the caps zed boat to 
the sailboat which was endeuvorimg to rescue 
them, and who sank when about half way be- 
tween the two boats. His body evidently bas 
risen to the surface within the last few days and 
followed the general drift of the late towards 
the outlet where the lake empties into the Calu- 
met River. It isnot Known at what part of the 
lake Oliver sank, but it is proabie that he, too, 
met his deuth soon after the boat went over. 
The finding of the two bodies at the same point 
would seem to indicate that such was the case. 
The searchers are encouraged at their partial 
success, and hope to tind the remaining bodies 
within the next few days.

New Haven, Conn., May %-—A dastardly at- 
tempt was made this morning to wreck tne Shore 
Line train which left New York for Boston at 
half-past 10 last night, and leaves this city 
at 12:45 a. m. It was prevented by the 
bravery of Station-Agent Way, of East River, 
between New Haven and New London. Way 
tolls the story as follows: I bad been to Madi- 
son last night, where my homeis, to see my 
peopie. I board in Bast River, and was return- 
ing from Madison to my boarding-house some 
time after midnight. Barly in the day 1 had 
noticed passing the station at East River 
THREE TRAMPS. 
1 never thought anything more about them 
until I was near East River, when I beard a 
noise that sounded like a thud. I was walking 
along the track, and the minute I heard the 
sound I thought of the tramps at once. Directly 
ahead of me about tworods 1 saw three men 
moving about on the bridge. For a moment I 
was at a loss to know what they were doing, but 
I suon saw that 
THEY WERE PLACING SOMETHING ON 
TRACK, 
I walked up to within a few feet of them 
and said,‘ What are you doing there? You'd 
better stop that right away.’ Almost simulta- 
neously came a stone at my head, which gianced 
by my right cheek and left its mark there. I 
was stunned for an instant; and I knew that the 
stone didn't come from the meu who were op- 
erating on the bridge. The next thine I knew 
was thattwo men not four feet away from 
where I was standing on the track stood up. As 
they did sol madea pretext of drawing a re- 
volver from my bip pocket. I generally carr 
one with me, but did not have it last night. 
When I put my hand back to the hip pocket 
one of the men said. Look out there! He is 
going to shoot!“ He bad hardly finished the re- 
mark when 
A SHOT WAS FIRED, 
coming from where two men stood, and the ball 
pierced my right arm between the elbow and the 
wrist. The ball staid there untii I came to 
New Haven this morning. The men on the 
bridge, bearing the report, ran away, and so did 
the other two. One of the latter gang, as I 
thought, had a black mustache. IL ran for the 
spot where the three were at work, and found’ 
two ties sticking up there. I found that, with 
only one 12 arm, I was no match for five men, 
and that I bad better get away from m. 
Owl train was almost due at this point, and 
I PUT FOR THE STATION, 
got out red lights, and signaled It. The train 
stopped not far from the bri 
ay was taken on board, and the train hands 
removed the obstructions. His wounds were 
attended to by a Boston physician on the train.

FINANCIAL, 


Stocks opened dull with slight concessions in 
in price. The bears in the room made a drive at 
the list under cover of what in these duli times 
may pass for a raid un Keading and Denver & 
Rio Grande. The market had a downward tend- 
ency all day and ciosed at the lowest prices, 
but was not really active at any time. As to the 
decline in Reading, it was explained by the bulis 
on the ground that its friends were letting it 
down iu order to buy more of it. ‘The exports ot 
gold were $2,500,000, and the continuauce ot the 
outward movement of gold is considered cer- 
tain, as the balance of trade is running against 
us. The coal stocks were weak, although 
the Western Association advanced the 
price of coal, and it was stated that the Eastern 
Association would also soon advance prices. The 
Granger roads were not much steadier than the 
list. The rapid settlement of the Northwest is 
developing an enormous local business on these 
roads, and the St. Paul alone, it is said, takes 100 
car-loads a day of local freignt out of St. Paul. 

The earnings of the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad for the third week in May were $367,000; 
same week last year, $364,485; increase, $2,515. 
The earnings since May 1, three weeks, were 
$1,068,000; same time last yedr, $997,247: gain in 
three weeks, $70,753. 

It was reported at the Windsor Tuesday even- 
ing by Mr. Gould's intimate friends that he was 
intending a trip to Europe next month after the 
removal of his family to Tarrytown for the sum- 
mer. The bulls on the stock market continued 
to strongly reassert their belief in higher prices, 
notwithstanding the preseat dullness and peri- 
odical stagnation of trade in the ex- 
change. This party still insist that 
there is a strong combination buying 
Lake Shore on scale orders, and that this party 
bas already bought a considerable amount of 
stock within the past ten days to hold. The Van- 
derbilt following professea to be profoundly 
indifferent regarding specie exports and thought 
the present shipments were of little importance. 
They argued that the gold would all come back 
again in the fall when it may be required here for 
business purposes. Vanderbilt expects to board 
the * Britannic” on Friday on his return home. 
The Western Union people ciaim that tnis com- 
pany is the only one making anything, but their 
operators say the business is very siack. The 
old party in the New York Elevated claim that 
there is nothing in the Donohue decision to pre- 
vent the prosecution of the suit already pend- 
ing and which is expected to come up ia a few 
days against the Directors of the Manhattan 
Company for modifying the contract and reduc- 
ing the rate of dividends on the Metropolitan 
stock. 

Pittsburg dispatches report the mine opera- 
tors holding out still. but a compromise is proba- 
ble. 

Press dispatches report that Egypt is Lerxing 
on civil war. The Ministry refuse to resign, and 
counts on the army for support. Russia and 
Austria are in accord on the Turkish question. 

Kiernan says negotiations are pending in 
London for the placing of bonds of at least four 
American roads, and it is signifivant that one 
bouse having especially good facilities for 
knowing the temper of British investors has 
lately changed from bear to bull on expectation 
of strong foreign buying of American secur- 
ities. The examination of witnesses on the 
amended bill of the Hannibal & St. Joseph Com- 
pany, asking for an injunction restraining the 
State of Missouri from selling’ the road, 
was continued before Commissioner Milis. 
The testimony will probably_be in by Thursday, 
when the case will revert to the Missouri courts, 
where it will come up some time iu July. In- 
siders are believed to be picking up the pre- 
ferred stock. The Sankers’ & Merchants’ Tele- 
graph Company has been incorporated, with 
William W. Maris President and A. W. Dimock 
Vice-President. The capital stock bas been sub- 
scribed in cash, and the company will extend its 
lines from Philadelphia to Washington. Busi- 
ness associates of the late Moses Taylor esti- 
mate his fortune as high as $40,000,000. He was 
a large holder of Georgia Central stock. Mr. 
Edward Green says that some of it will come 
on the market. Mr. Samuel Sloan says Mr. 
Taylor added to bis holdings of Lackawanna 
during his last illness. His heirs will hold 
the stock. There are rumors of a bear raid 
to be made on Union Facile and Denver on the 
alleged differeuces between the companies grow- 
ing out of the near approach of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Road to Denver. This 
point is said tocome from Gould sources. On 
the other hand, Mr. Gould is quoted as saying 
the Union Pacific was a purchase. Mr. Woer- 
shoffer says Northern Pacific preferred is cheap. 
It is well held, and should go higher. An in- 
sider advises the purchase of the preferred stock 
or either a quick turn or along pull. There 
are rumors from London of something about to 
happen there in the interest of Mr. Gowen. A 
member of a Broad street German bouse writes 
from Pueblo after au examination of the Colo- 
rado Coal & Iron Works that he is profoundly 
impressed with them. He bad no doubt that the 
concern would fulfill the predictions made in the 
company’s first annual report. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio Company is running 
through trains with Pullman cars from Wash- 
ington to Louisvilie. A large coal trade with 
Richmond and Eastern points has been devel- 
oped. New iron furnaces are being built along 
the iine—one at Goshen, Va., owned by English 
capitalists, is among the largest in the country, 
and will have a daily capacity of 200 tons of pig 
iron. Opinions are divided on Western 
Union. A bull comblfation is said to 
have been formed by operators heretofore an- 
tagonistic. The Osborne party is reported to 
have large holdings of Northwest & Omaha pre- 
ferred. There is talk of a rise in Ontario & 
Western. Close observers think they see traces 
of inside selling of Missouri Pacific. Trades 
people generally report a light trade but no 
trouble about collections. Local and foreign 
investors have been large buyers of Atlantic & 
Pacific and Northern Pacific bonds since the 
Congressional decision regarding the land 
grants. Atiuntic & Pacific blocks are 8 per cent 
premium bid in Boston. 

Union Pacific earnings increased #221,681 for 
twenty days in May. The transfer books show 
about 250 more stockholders than at the closing 
of the books for the April dividends. 

Over sixty miles of the Fort Worth & Denver 
City Road are completed. 

A New York dispatch says that as to the cause 
ot the rare dullness which has pervaded the 
speculative arena for the past three weeks, in- 
quiry amoung leading operators elicits the fol- 


loving as substances of general opinion: The 


remarkable stagvation of business is simply a 
reflection of what is seen in general trade and 
manufactures. Capitalists of both investing 
and speculating disposition are imbued with a 
strong fear of the future. Most of them are 
unable to expiain their feeling in this regard, 
but they confess to its presence and influence. 
While the chances seem to be in favor of u good 
wheat crop.the weatber is admittedly working iu- 
jury to coru- plauting and retarding the growth 
of cotton-planting throughout the Southern 
belt. Speculators and investors alike are wait- 
ing for some solution of the problem which they 
feel assured time alone can bring forth. Mean- 
time there is the same indisposition on the part 
of both bulls and bears to ke fresh risks.

This fact has an important bearing 
upon the money market and leaves it safer for 
commercial and financial operations. 

The iniquitous deal in Wabash stock and 
bonds which bas recently collapsed is beginning 
to be understood in Engiand.

debt. Such a state of things could not but have 
been known to the officials of the company fora 
long time before the accounts were made up. 
They, indeed, betrayed their knowledge months 
ago ina mysterious fall of the stoc ks, of which 
they, no doubt, sold bears in anticipation of 
the denouement. In the middle of May last year 
Wabass preterence stock reached 90K, and it 
was as high as 71 at the end of the year. The 
price is now about &2. Over the same period the 
range of the ordinary stock has been from 0 
down to 28, and, judged by the accounts for the 
year ended Dec. 31 last, now published, the low- 
est price is still too bizh. It is even doubtful 
whether the general mortgage boods of the com- 
pany can be considered worth an English inves- 
tor's attention, for there are about 27,000,000 
worth of sectional mortgages standing in front 
of them. 

In response to a multitude of questions about 
the financial outlook, the New York Journal of 
Commerce casts the horoscope of the future ſu 
an encouraging view. It does not think the 
change in the balance of trade and turg in the 
golden tide will lead to any financial crisis here. 
Unless there is a panic produced which sball up- 
set the market, the effect will bea graduai and 
bealthy increase in the lending value of money, 
and a judicious limitation of its expenditure 
upon wasteful and profitiess enterprises. Mere 
speculators in all departments must sooner or 
later come to grief, but this is not a reason for 
general lamentation. Widows, and orphans, 
and spinsters, and retired petty capitalists who 
have been struggling upon a diminished income 
to make both ends meet will breathe more fre 
again, and be able to add some unwonted nt 
uries to their little stores when money will once 
more be in sharp demand and earn its full legal 
interest. 

An annual stringency in the money market is 
a great conservator, and we have missed its 
wholesome influence for several years. Its ab- 
sence may have made the rich richer, but the 
poor have been poorer, even in the midst of a 
seeming abundance. When the inside rate for 
money in this market is 5 or 6 per cent, and 
those in greater need and with less desirable se- 
curities must pay 7 to 10 per cent, all legitimate 
trade is most flourishing, and only the reckless, 
the speculative, and the improvident will suffer 
from the pressure. This may come again with- 
out any panic or explosion, and like a sharp 
frost prove a healthy tonic to everything which 
has an inherent right to live. 

The Boston Transcript asserts that Jay Gould 
has sold $23,000,000 of Western Union stock here 
and in England since his recent exhibition, and 
hints indefinitiy at the possibility of bis ulti- 
mately using the Mutual Union to break down 
the price of Western Union so as to enable him 
to buy it back at a low figure. This is a view of 
the case that is by no means confined to Boston. 
It finds favor with many members of the New 
York Stock Exchange, who believe further that 
the company will finally be absorbed by the 
Western Union, and used to swell its capital to 
$100,000, 000.

The Harbor of Refuge at Sturgeon Bay. 

Vesselmen complain that the harbor of refuge 
at the lake entrance to the Sturgeon Bay Ship 
Canal is a bad place to enter without a tug, and 
that during very stormy weather a vessel is like- 
ly to receive serious injury. As there is only 
one tug—the O. B. Gren- that is allowed to pass 
through the cut without paying toll, the other 
tugs that would otherwise be there whenever 
wanted do not pass through the canal unless it 
is absolutely necessary, because they cannot 
afford to pay 4 cents per ton for that privilege. 
As long as there is only one tug allowed to tow 
without paying toll there will be trouble. It is 
the general opinion of vesseimen that the toll 
should be reduced to 2 cents r ton, and then 
business would boom, and the canal company 
would make as much money ont of the improve- 
ment as they do now.

The detective also reported that two of the 
bonds were in pawn in a Calboun place am- 
bling-house in this city. The only occurrence 
which could by any possibility give color to 
such a statement was che fact that a young 
man from the Stock-Yards about the 
time mentioned stole some bonds from bis 
aunt and lost them iu the aforesaid faro-bank, 
or at least the major part thereof.

WasHinoeTorn, D. C., May 24.—Mr. Brooks, 
Chief of the Secret Service, referring to the 
story that is circulating in Chicago that some of 
the bonds captured from Doyle have been stolen 
from Secret-Service officers, sold, and put in 
circulation, said to Tur TRIBUNE Correspondent 
today in substance this: There is not a word 
of truth in it so far as I know. There were 207 
thousand dollar bonds captured upon Doyle. Of 
these I brought twelve in number to Wasbing- 
ton to be examined by Treasury experts to as- 
certain whether or ud they were coun- 
terfeit, and 1 have the receipt of the 
District Attorney at Chicago for the remaining 
1% bonds. Ihave no doubt the District Attor- 
ney has every one of these bonds. We bave an 
accurate inventory of all the bonds that were 
captured, with thé names of the payees, and 
every bond 

CAN BE EASILY IDENTIFIED 

if missing. I have cxamined ‘the twelve bonds 
that [| brought bere from Chicago today, and 
they aresaie. I have not beard from the Dis- 
trict Attorney, but I presume he bas all of his 
bonds secure, and I have not the siightest idea 
that any of those bonds have gone into circuia- 
tion. |! certainly buve ov information that any 
have been stolen by officers of the secret serv- 
ice, or by anybody else.“ 

How did the story originate, then, that some 
of these bonds are in circulation?” 

“ IT have no knowledge as to that, but I have 
always believed that Doyie and Brockway put 
out wore bonds than were captured.

IHEY WERE NOT EVEN ADVISED 

that Brockway was hero last week and was ex- 
amined by the Secretary of the Treasury.

THE HIGHWINE POOL. 


Overproduction and Low Rates Cause a 
Cry tor Seli-Protection. 
Cincinnati Gazette, May 24. 

Mr. H. B. Miller, of Riverton, III., President of 
the National Distillers’ Association, was at the 
Burnet House yesterday on his way to Chicago. 
As previously announced, the Western Ex- 
port Associauon —0r the highwine and alcohol 
pool—ceased operations on the Ist oft May. At 
that time prices were stiff at $1.17 and the 
warehouses were empty, hut since the closing 
of the pool the market has fallen to $1.12, three 
ceats below the cost of production. During the 
latter part of the pool arrangement it was 
the general opinion of the distiliers that they 
could get along without any more pooling, 
but now there is a loud demand for the 
formation of anotber assuciation. At a 
late meeting of the Executive Committee it was 
unpaDimously resolved that a general meeting of 
ali distillers north and west ot the Ubio River be 
called for the 25th lust. in the Grand Pacitic 
Hotei, Chicago, to consult as to the tuture in- 
terests of the trade. iu ali probability uanotner 
association will be formed. in that event it is 
the opinion of the Executive Committee that in 
no case shall the capacity ailuttec exceed that 
of the same house iu the inst assuciagon, and no 
increuse of a capacity sbali be allowed new 
houses beyond what it was May 1. Mr. Miller 
guys: lu addition to the low price of corn and 
proportionate low price of other grain, by which 
we were enabled to meet the Kuropean produc- 
tion in foreign markets, there had been for two 
seusous serious failures of crops iu the alcohol 
producing countries of the old worid. Last sea- 
son this order of things was reversed, and 
while we had a failure of crops in our country, 
Europe, and particularly the continent, had ex- 
cellent crops, and the consequence is that not a 
gallon of spirits can be shipped out except at a 
loss to the shipper. I doubt if there is a singie 
distiller in the country who expects grain will 
be iow enough the cumming season to export at a 
profit. We are theu thrown back wholly on the 
domestic trade. The late associauon, ne says, 
had a weak point, woich consisted in an im- 
mouse overproduction, and all the trouble and 
beavy expense grew out of this cause. The dis- 
tillers not only mashed full half capacity, but 
about an average of 6,000 Dusbeis daily 
extra capacity. The consequence was 
they had to export millions of rallons 
of .overplus, and had to provide also 
for 170 barreis of highwines daily iu Ciacinnatu 
to keep the market steady. The total amount 
of money paid out to April 1 was $500,563.87, ex- 
pended as follows: Bonus on alcohol. $446,194.38; 
cut capacity, $71,612.25; maintaining the Ciacin- 
nati market, 863.800. 64; overassessinent, $7,- 
809.26; running expenses, $1,138.34. Of money 
California and Kentucky contributed $28,419.73. 
Mr. Miller says that it the distillers attempt to 
operate one-balf capacity they will largely uver- 
produce, and in order to muke the association 
less expensive he proposes to close down 10,000 
bushels daily of half capacity, at least 2.500 bush- 
els of which must be highwine capacity, so as to 
relieve the Cincinnats market. By running 
10,000 busbels less per day they would make 
1,000,000 galions less per month, and the saving 
would be $35,900 per month. The cost of main- 
taining the market was $15,000 a month, which 
they woulasave. But capacity is included in the 
10,000 busbeis, which amounted to March 1, 871. 
000; so the expenses will not be one-half what it 
was in the last associations In Mr. Miller's opin- 
ion, if any one makes contract to feed more 
than half capacity, or if the outside houses re- 
fuse to connect themselves, all hopes of an as- 
sociation will be ut an end. If there is to be an 
association he sees no reason fur running sev- 
eral months longer at a loss each day and accu- 
mulating good; ia the warehouse.

THE COURTS. 


A Curious Case Involving the 
Authenticity of a 
Note. 


Trying to Prevent the Laying of a 
Double Track on Indiana 
Avenue. 


The City Preparing to Widen the River—The 
Eyster Case with the Jury—New 
Suits, Etc. 


A Rather Mysterious Case as to the Au- 
thenticity of a Note, 

On the 30th of March Alonzo J. Cutler began 
an attachment suit againat Prof. Walter C. Ly- 
man, the elocutionist, to recover about $500 on 
a note purporting to be made by the defendant. 
On the 4th of May judgment was entered for 
$178.10, and garnishee process issued against a 
number of the Professor's pupils. Yesterday 
morning an applicadon was made to Judge An- 
thony to sect aside the judgwent, on the ground 
that the note bad been forged. An affidavit of 
Lyman was read, which set out that he never 
executed the note in question nor authorized 
any one to executeAttor him; that he did not 
owe Cutler anything, and misapprehended the 
character of the suit. He supposed it was a 
judgment by confession, and kuew nothing to 
the cuntrary until he saw the notice of 
the defauit in the newspapers. He further set 
out that Cutler had been nis business manager 
from May, 1880, ta Haro last, and bad collected 
large amouuts of ouey. Cutier professed to 
keep books of account which showed that he 
(Lyman) was in debt to bis manager; but ex- 
perts had come to the conciusion that the books 
had been manipulated by the entry of faise 
items. Mr. Dow insinuated that Cutler had 
made out the note himself, and produced the 
affidavits of seven persons, including Col. Bur- 
ley and Jarvis Blume, all of whom Sestified that 
the Signature ou the note was not that of Prot. 
Lyman. 

Judge Anthony, on this showing, entered an 
order giving Lyman time to piead, but directing 
that the judement stand as security. He said 
be bad never beard of such a defense being 
made inasimilar case, and that the matter 
ought to be brought before the grand jury at 
once. 

Mr. Dow rather intimated that he would have 
this done, but he did not seem to be very ear- 
nest in the matter.

The Suit Over the Indiana Avenue Car- 
Tracks Now on Hearing. 

A suit involving the right of the Chicago City 
Railway Company to lay a double track on In- 
diana avenue is now on trial before Jadge 
Barnum. The complainant is John M. Phelps, 
who set out in his bill that the company had 
been operating a single track with Switches on 
the street, and that a double track could not be 
laid on account of the narrowness of the ave- 
nue, as there would not be room enough be- 
tween a car and the curbstone to allow the pas- 
sage of a carriage or wagon. It was also charged 
that the company had failed to secure the as- 
sent of the owners ot a majority of the trontage 
along the avenue to the laying of a double 
track. The company claims the right under an 
ordinance passed ov. 13, 1881, which also 
provides, owever, that the assent of a 
majority of the property- owners sbould 
first be obtained. The testimony of a large 
number of property-owvers along Indiana ave- 
nue was introduced yesterday, to the effect that 
the company’s employés had threatened to lay 
down the second track Sunday night, or between 
two days, as they had done on ober streets 
where resistance was anticipated. Theonly wit- 
ness examined on the part of the defense was 
Mr. C. B. Holmes, the Superintendent, who testi- 
fied that the company bad no idea of tryiug to 
lay down the second track until after the re- 
quisit consent of property-owners bas been ob- 
tained, and that it was not; at the time che bill 
was filed, intending immediately to lay the track, 
as it did not then bave the requisit material on 
hand, even if it had wished to go ou. Even now 
the company bad not abandoned its design, and 
had very strong bopes of gaining the consent of 
the property-owners. The bearing will be con- 
tinued today.
